Lake of the Woods, 
THE SAKATOGA OF THE Wher, 


(From Our Own Correspondent, ), 
Rar Porraas, Sept. 18, 

‘Lhe ©, PB. R, line of track is only laid as far 
oast ns Keowatin station, and pausongors going 
to the/Lake of the Woods have tho ‘chance of 
walking two miles or paying twenty-five cents 
for a ride acrosu the head of tho Jake in one of 
the ateain ferries plying between the two 
places. Of the two | chose walking, not bo- 
cause I lacketl the twenty-five cents, or be- 
cause 1 thought more of the quarter thao ¥ 
did of the ride, but I came out this way for 
no Other purposd than that of seeing for my- 
self these parts of the Canada Pacific Railway 
which have. caused so mach discussion aod 
required #0 much money to complete, aod 
thinking that I could satisfy myself better by 
walking than by riding, I took a free pass over 
gravel, rocks, bridges and grate, and found 
myself ia Rat Port»go in due timo. 

KAT PORTAGK 


is now a town of nearly ve hundred ivhabi 
tapts, Itis growing very rapidly and bids 
fair to bo a pretty good town in time. I do not 
think it will over bo a place of extraordinary 
proportions. It has no agricultural country 
sround it whatever, There is not a spot of 
country within twenty miles of it, north, 
south, east or west, where a plough can be 
put into free ueo, bot the fow smal! spots that 
aro used as gordon patches aro capable of pro- 
ducing the finest vourtablen that aro to 
found anywhere in the North-West. 

It is an established fact that tomatoes 
and othertender kinds of vegotables come 
to maturity horo ten days osrlior than 
in Manitoba, Grain growing has neyer boen 
tested here yet, and the reason is obvious, 
Three yeats ago there were only three houses 
in this place, At that time it was merely a 
Hudson's Bay trading post on the main trail 
from Minnesota to Lake Seul and York face 
tory, where the American Indians were in the 
habit of bringing their fars and bertering them 
for provisions from the H. B, Company's #tore, 
From here tho company would canoe them all 
the way to York factory, on the Hudson's 
Bay. At that tivo there was many a bloody 
conilitt on this lake between the red men from 
the othor side of the line, and our native In- 
dians, Just three miles west of this place Jn 
‘s béautiful lake known as ‘‘War Eaglo Lako,” 
named after a Canadian Ujibeway Chief, who, 
with his tribe, held apitched battle om the 
shore of that Jake with a band of Minnesota 
Sicux, who had crossed the boundary and 
made inroads ou our Indian hunting grounds, 
stealing their furs, and carrying off everything 
that wes yaluablo to them, War Eagle ut- 
terly routed ghem, killing » groat number of 
their band, as well as wound: many more, 
Following them many miles, he achieved a 
great victory over his foreign foes, and from 
that time the Lake has been known as War 
Eagle Lake. : 

mmodiately after lonving Koowatin station 
you come in sight of this little town that hos 
made such rapid strides, Tho scenery is per- 
foctly onchanting.. Tho town lies right along 
tho shore of Jenning’s Ray, a porfeotly placid 
sheet of water at the head of the 


LAKE O¥ THE oops, 


and stands out very prominently before the 
gaze of tho travellers. The most conspicuous 
building in the place ie ‘the Rideout House, 
& large frame building three stories high, with 
two balconies across on the top of the build- 
ing. This, together with the elevated front, 
makes the house very imposing ia looks, and 
what is still botter the interior and domestic 
management of the house are in every parti- 
qular fally corresponding with tho nicely 
Barta outside protontious appearance of the 
nildiog, ‘Tho hotel in its outaide appearance 
would refleot’oredit upon any of our eastern 
cities and the management is equal to any 
that I havo yot had the plossure of visiting. 
The docks, steamboats, tugs, and i 
skiffe, bathing houses, &o, &o,, along the 
wharf, givo it the sppoaranco of an old settled 
place, and yet, upon giving a second glance, 
the newness of the buildings would contradict 
the first formed impression, Tho low, 
squalid half-breed huts, or dons, one might 
safel¥ call them, detract from ‘the appear- 
ance of the town, bat it will bo a matter of 
very little time and those “places will not 
long stand oyf jnall thoir filth to the disgust 
f yhoso"who are not accustomed to seeing and 
iving among seach a community, According 
to tho law of progress in this country, as 
civilization advances, half-broods and Indians 
follow the sun and travel farthor into the re- 
mote west, whore they can dwell in the midst 
of loneliness and dirt, wash themselves once a 
year if necoessary, and be froo.from tho 
curious gexo and repalsiro manner of 
the ‘‘no good” white man, The plentifal 
scattering of birch bark canoes adds to the 
romantic appoarance of the placo, and to see 
from ton to twenty of those things which 
have beon so inseparably connected with tho 
history of the wild man of the wost, afloat on 
tho bog and lake loaded with Indians in their 
true war paint, skins, ant foathors, one can 
not help but think that, he is truly dwolliog 
in the wilds Itishere that you will soe 
thow living io their true superstition, aud a 
vory short stay will acquaint you with their 
ways and customs, I bave already visited 
some of their vi'la, burial places and fav~ 
orite fishing grounds, sod I find them just as 
they have been ropresented by sensational 
writers, excepting their savagoneas and quick- 
neas of turn, 1 find them perfectly calm, un- 
distarbablo, and no way excited at the ap- 
proach of a white. Thoy aro tall and big in 
body, but too lazy to catch fish enough to 
fatton upon. Although the Inkoa toom with 
countless millions of thom, I believe that tho 
whole malo part of tho Ojiboway tribo are 
woak for the want of onough to and it is 
nothing but their own laziness denioa 
thom plonty tb ap) that emoking is 
thoir oply desire, and to acquire a pipe and 
somo smoking tobacco ia their highest and 
most ambitions aim. On visiting their bury- 
ing weownd 1 found 10 of the dead wrappod 
anthtrob bark and placed under the ground, 
with a bark house erected over the grave and 
@ flag flying above the spot, Some they wrap 
jn birch bark and plave upon an olevated plat- 


form supported by four strong uprights, snd 
sulliciontly high so asto bo eafo from tho 
molestation of wolyos, with tho a in ovory 
conse {lying over the corpao. ‘Tho Indians in 


thoir superstition place tobacco on the grave, 
bolioving that the spirit of tho departed will 
roturn from the happy hunting grounds for the 
woed and amoke it, 1 as long as the tobave

The Late Mr. Sbhubsel Dunham 
Foster, 

By requcut wo republish tho following obit. 
nary notice of tho Inte Sbubacl D, Foster, 
father of the Isto W, A. Foster : 

Mr. Foster was born the 10th of Uctober, 
1786, on the Island of Martha's Viooyard, in 
tho stato of Massectiusotts. Io 1810 ho re. 
moy. df on thonce with his father's family 
into the State of Now ork, and ia December 


of the same year he came to Canada in com. 
pany with one John Canniff, (aot a connec 
tion of any of the Messrs. Cannifl’s hore now), 
The two mon performed this journey on foot 
to Capo Vincent, each carrying a package, 
containing an axc, some clothing, and some 
provisions, From the Capo they wore ferried 
over to Kingston ia a small open boat; the 
noxt day they got on board ono of a sumber 
of batteaux laden with lamber supplics, and 
bound up the Bay of Quinte, After a most 
toilsome journey they landed on the’ Prince 
Edward shoro, near the placo known as Day- 
enport’s tavern, opposite the Mohawk Iodtan 
settloment in Tyondinaga, Tho ioe at this 
timo had bocome so thick upon the Bay that 
they were obliged to bresk a passage across 
from Davenport's to the Indian Woods, where 
they landed the same evening about dark, 
wot, weary and almost «disheartened. Tho 
locality whore they arrived Was then an un- 
broken wilderne: nd for a while they could 
find neither habit.tion nor road, until getting 
upoh a trail they met an Indian, pete gave 
him a shilling to guide them torough tho 
woods to a tavern kept by another Iodias ;

found their clotbes frozen stiff upon them, 
Leaving this inhospitable stopping place, thoy 
cnntinued their march without breakfast, and 
camo on as far as Fairman’s, now known as 
Maybeo's old tavern, about 6 milés east of 

Belleville, Here thoy were made cc mfcrt- 
able and.provided with food, and after a rest, 
made their way to Leavens’ Tavern, at 
Moyers’ Crock [now Belleville] “The day fol- 
lowing Mr, Foster went up the’ ‘‘creck” 
[now Moira river} as far as Mr. John Canniff's, 
by whom he was employed at $16 per menth, 

Mr. Foster was marricd May 19, 1512, to 
Phobe, Mr. John Canniff’s dsughter, who 
survives bim to mourn her ‘irreparsble loss, 
aftor a union of 58 years. Two months later 
he took the oath of allegiance and entered the 
British service, and remained six months at 
Kingston under Capt. McIntosh, Mr, William 
(now Colonel) Ketchoson, who still survives, 
was then Lieutenant of the same company, 
At the same time s brother of Mr. Foster's 
‘was serving a8 an officorin the American 
army. : 

For these services during the war he reoviv- 
ed a grant of 200 acres of land from Govern- 
ment, and Mrs. Foster also drew 200 acres 
through her father, who was a U.E. Loyalist, 

Shortly after this ho settled in Sidnoy, a 
short distance west of the town, upon the 
farm subsequently owned by Mr. Philip Rob- 
lin, and remainoa there until 1832, when he 
removed to Huntingdon, and afterwards came 
to Belleville in March, 1844, where he has 
since lived res; by.all. 

Until about the age of fifty his life was ac- 
tive and vigorous ; since then, for 30 years or 
moro he has beoa greatly afflicted with rheu- 
matism and loss of sight, which almost entire- 
ly incapacisated him for laborions duties, 

Many years ago, in 1822, when religious 
privileges were rare in Belleville, Mr. Foster 
Joined the Wesleyan Methodist Society, which 
at that time ocoupied the first old Pinpaclo 
8t. Church, and was’ministered to by the 
Roy. David Wright, For 48 years Mr, Foster 
remained a consistent member of the Society. 
During 20 years of‘his early connection, he 
filled the office of class-leader with credit to 
himself and bonefit to the Church, until, in- 
capacitated by disease, he was compelled to 
resign his office, 

Al hongh enopippsssad with bodily intirmities 
80 long, his montal faculties were without a 
cloud to the latest moment of his life, and 
these, chastened and nurtured and sanctified 
by Divine Graco, gave. him a life of tranquil 
happiness. Au ho lived faithfully trusting in 
Jesus, 60 hé died with a bleescd assurance of 
4 gloriows resarrection. “A large family circle 
has beon broken into by this bereavement, 
and the community and the Church have lost 
a venerable ornament ; by each hia example 
id wortHy of imitation, The expressi e epi- 
taph recorded of one of old, is spplicable to 
Mr. Foster; ‘He gave up the ghost,and died 
in d old age, anold man, and full of 
years; aud was gathored to his people.”

While for the bona fide settler,the man who 
goes into the Northwest to make for him- 
self a home, it is a policy which offers 
peculiar advantages. It ensures the settle- 
ment and cultivation of the land; it insures 
the adyantages of neighborhood; and in 
cases whore a man of some capital goes into 
the country to settle in the hope of keeping 
his family about him, it gives him all the 
advantages of the rebate, without the ne- 
ceasity of living, by himself or by somebody 
“else, on each individual lot, so that he can 
secure at once land for homes in the future 
for his sons and daughters.” 


Editorial Brevities. 


When the prices of grain advance under 
the present tariff the Grit pross tell thoir 
readers that the rise in the rates is due to 
natural trade laws. Yet the same press 
would have had the world believe that the 
abnormally high price of barley in 1878 
was owing to the fact that there was no 
duty on barley at that time. 

The Richmond Guardian enunciates this 
principle, the correctness of which is un- 
deniable : ‘* We hold, that just in propor- 
tion as agriculture improves, and the means 
of the class engaged in it augment,—as 
both must do with the increase of popula- 
tion and commerce, private contributions 
should berr an incressing ratio to the aid 
contributed by the province: and in the 
larger and older districts the ‘‘grant” should 
constitute but a moiety of the whole sum 
expended in fostering agricultural improve- 
ments—which is the ostensible object of 
these organizations.” 


Says the Monetary Times: “It is some- 
thing tobe able to congratulate ourselves 
that the tariff is well within the revenue 
limit; while it is unquestionable that under 
it manufactores, in the infant state, havo 
received a decided impetus.” This is the 
opinion of an independent journal, and 
the facts are potent to every one who 
chooses to enquire. The Grit papers’ try 
to deny the existence of these facts, but 
they remain, nevertheless,

Aswe anticipated, tho untruthful at 
tacks upon Canada by the London nows- 
papers Truth and the World, lave induced 
their influontial contemporaries in England 
to give greater prominence to topics relat- 
ing to Canada, 60 that the Dominion will 
be the gainer by the hostile references of 
the sensational papers referred to. A cable 
despatch to the Globe on the Ist inst. says : 
“The latest of thd many causes directing 
the attention of Englishmen to the wonder- 
fal possibilities of the great North-West 
Territory.is the publication in full in sever- 
al of this morning's newspapers of the 
speech made by Sir Alexander Galt, Cana- 
dian Commissioner to London, at tho 
banquet given in Lis honor in Winnipeg 
last month. Coming so soon aftor the hot- 
headed attacks upon Canada by ‘‘society” 
journals here, the contrast it offers is cal- 


culated to prove to even the most prejudiced |. 


that the authors of these attacks must haye 
been influenced by some personal motives. 
Tho advantages offered by Uanada to all 
classes of people here who are willing to, 
do honest work are being every day more 
truly appreciated. Farming has yielded 
such scanty and precarious returns in Eng- 
land that agricultuists of all classes are 
anxious to better their fortunos, and the 
golden North-West is being more and more 
looked to as tho laud of promise. The 
people in Canada may prepare for a great 
addition to their numbers next year, forthe 
emigration from England promises to be 
larger than usual, while the proportion of 
those who go to the North-West rather than 
the United States will be immensely in- 
creased. No class of immigrants could be 
more desirable than yory many of those 
who willreach American noxt year, for 
they will be of the very class of solid 
agriculturists to whom England to a large 
extent owes her present position.

The Manufacture of Iron, 


Woe extract the following paragraph from 
the London Adtertiser of the 3rd inst. : 


Woare much pleased in having an opportunity 
of seeing some samples of the rich iron ores now 
being mined and shipped from tho county of 
Hastings, township of Madoc, to the United 
States amélting furnaces, and we are safein gay- 
ing that richer pres of iron we have never seen. 
Tt is almost a pity the e rich deposits of iron 
ae ut 4 ae mangrentared in our own 
count in place of having to pay duty for al- 
lowing the crudo ore to enter that country, and 
paying a still largor ooh on its return manufae- 
tured into bar-iron, atecl, and other ualities of 
fron. It is tobe hoped that our people will soon 
‘seo the necessity of making an effort in this di- 
rection, anda little experience will soon show 
them the large profite derived from this, branch 
of industry. Before, howeyer, we can hope to 
bring the coal to the iron advantageously, we 
must have the duty thrown off coal, 


We notice with ploasure that the Adver- 

tiser— which is one of the most pronounced 
of free trade advocates—has at last awak- 
ened to the necessity of securing the man- 
ufacture in Ontario of iron from the native 
ores, and thatit now uses the arguments 
which have been persistently advanced by 
the IyreLiioxNcen and other Conservative 
journals for a number of years past. It 
will be remembered that those who are in- 
terested in the, manvfacture of iron me- 
morialized Parliament at its last session for 
an increase of daty, and although our con- 
temporary did not at that time express 
itself as favorable to the movement, it will 
doubtless, when the matter is again brought 
up, give the subject its favorable attention. 
Having been converted, so far as the man- 
ufacture of iron is concerned, the Advertiser 
may probably, after further consideration, 
include other industries in its list of those 
worthy of protection. 

The imposition of a duty on coal, our 
esteemed contemporary is informed, is very 
much more than counterbalanced by the 
duty of $2 per ton placed on pig iron, giv- 
ing protection of about 81,25 per ton, as 
against nothing in the shape of protection 
from the Mackenzie Government, which 
the Advertiser therefore inforentially joins 
with usin condemning for lack of attention 
to the enterprise of inaugurating the iroa 
industry in Ontario. Tho amount of pro- 
tection given by the present Government 
having proved to be insufliciont to induce 
capitalists to engage in the industry, we 
trust that at the next session of Parliament 
the subject will be fully considered and the 
viows of capitalists mot. Tho Advertiser 
will doubtless aid in the matter, and so 
bring about the abolition of the double 
duty of which it justly complains,

Theceremony being now concluded, the 
Aoting Grand Master announced that it was 
customary on such occasions to take up a col- 
leotion in aid ot the charch. The Masonic 
fratornity, he said, had taken up a collection 
among themselves for this worthy object, and 
now several gentlemen deputed for that. .pur- 
pose would go among tho crowd and collect 
such offerings a8 might bo given, when, he 
hoped, a liberal sum would be collected. 

This interesting feature boing concluded, 
the procession re-formed and marched back 
to the Masonic Hall, whore it was disbanded.

Jack Russell, the celebrated hunting 
parson of Devonshire, England, is 86 years 
old,and since 1814, when asa young Fresh- 
man at Oxford ho saw his first wild doer 
killed at Exmoor to the present hour he 
has never missed an opening day of tho 
hunting season. He often after a hunt 
rides fifty miles to his home. 

Lord Blandford’s abrupt withdrawal from 
the contest for Cambridgeshire lately was 
really due to impecuniosity. He has not a 
cent to spend himeelf, and the party did 
not think it worth while to support him. 
His fathor’s (the Dake of Marlborough) 
sale of the Sunderland collection is prob- 
ably largely duo to Lord Blandford’s extra- 
vagance, 

A quantity of bees destined for Ontario, 
havebeen received in London from Oyprus. 
They were lot out near London for a fly, 
and afterwards repacked for the remainder 
of their journey. They are conveyed in 
small boxes, partly coyered with perforated 
metal, and are provided with honey and 
water. A similar consignment of this un- 
usual freight was successfully forwarded to 
Canada last year. 

London is said to be fall of Americans. 
They fill the restaurants. You moet them 
sauntering in Piceadilly,now half deserted, 
the gentlemen in wideawake hats and the 
ladiesin green dust veils. They gsze around 
them with a mildly patronizing air,as much 
a8 to say, ‘‘ woll, we don’t mind seeing all 
thie. Bt you must not suppose we think it 
equal to New York.” Nor is it in the mat- 
ner of restuarants and various other appli- 
ances of civilization. 

Twelve royal bucks have been forwarded 
from the Great Park, Windsor, to the City 
Rembrancer’s Office, being the customary 
presents of venison from the Queen to the 
Chief Magistrate, the Sheriffs and high 
officers of the Corporation of London. They 
were distributed sa follows: -The Lord 
Mayor, four; the Sherifls, three ; the Re- 
corder, one; the Chamberlain, one; the 
Town Clork one ; the Common Sorgeant, 
one, and the Remembrancer, one, 

Tt was the ancestor of the now British 
Minister, Mr. Sackville West, the Lord 
Delawarr who was the first royal Governor 
of the Old Dominion, who gave name to the 
State or Deloware. He was third Lord in 
1618, The new Minister is brother of the 
present Earl, The Barony dates back to 
1209, Mr, West will be the fifth British 
Minister at Washington a bachelor, the 
others having been Mr, Fox. Sir Charles 
Vaughan, Lord Lyons, and Sir Frederick 
Piers, 

Since Mr, Gascoigno's ‘' Jorry won the 
St. Loger in 1824, there have never been 
such alternations of fear and hope about 
the race as this year. Two old veterans, 
Lord Wilton and Lord Halifax, and who 
are theonly men of that class who saw 
‘ Jerry” win, the one 82, the other 81, 
came over to see “Iroquois” repeat the 
triumph of ‘‘Jerry,” and shook hands 
most cordially with Mr. Pincus, Mr, 
Lorillard’s trainer after the race. Tho 
“ Ring” suffered heavily, and there have 
been many defaulters. 

At the Shepstow, England, Potty Ses- 
sions, Harriet Pritchard, an old woman, 
whose husband had been ill for a long time 
and in recept of parish reliof, was charged 
with stealing two eggs, valued at twopence, 
The caso having beon proved, the bench 
told the prisoner that she had made her- 
solf liable to three months’ imprisonment, 
but as thore was nothing previously known 
against her, they sentenced hor to soven 
days, with hard labor. Tho sovority of 
the sentence is condemned in the London 
papers, 

Mr. Henry Saville, recently deceased, 
was one of the old schoo! of turtites, and 
owned in his time many good horses, but 
latterly hia horses have not been vory suc- 
coesful. Oromorne was one one of the best 
horses that ran for the decoased gentloman, 
as he won the Derby and grand Prize of 
Paris in 1872, after he had been beaten ao 
head by Prince Charlie for the 2,000 
guinons. Kaisor, Uhlan, Lilian, and Rip- 

ondale were other good horses owned by 
Tr, Saville. So for back as 1863 the 
Grand Prizo of Paris was carried off by 
Ranger, one of his horses.

Thero are timos whon the 
price of wheat in Liverpool seems to be the 
chief regulator of prices in America, and 
other times when the markets here move 
up ordown with little reference to the 
views of buyers on the other side of the 
Atlantic. It would probably be more cor- 
rect to say that tho prices of wheat in Ohi- 
cago determines thg price in Liverpool than 
to assort that Chicago quotations are deter- 
mined by those of Liverpool or London. 
And this is none the loss a fact, although 
Chicago prices are seldom mentioned in the 
British markets, People there will quote 
New York prices in dollars and cents per 
ton, which they obtain by public telegraph, 
and then tell you the number of shillings 
and pence per quarter that Chicago whoat 
costs laid down on British shores, Tho 
latter information they obtain’ ‘ privately’ 
that is, in the shape of offers from firms 
here to supply wheat to firms there ata 
price named. The figures last referred to 
aro those which govern their actions ; the 
former sre tho foundation for their talk 
about American prices.

Burr, of Amoliasburg,exhibited 
in th 0 class some twenty varictios in 
handsome canvas coops. Amongst the lot 
were the brown China geose that won the 
bronze medal at the Centennial Exhibition ;

THE AFTERNOON. 


In the afternoon the Fair Ground presented 
a very lively appearance. The weather being 
bright and bracing, the attendance was large, 
the city being well represented as well as the 
country, The presence of vendors of cheap 
wares, fakirs, ‘‘groat aggregations of living 
and dead ouriosities,” under canvas, merry- 
go-rounds, and other similar attractions, were 
not wanting, to add liveliness and interest to 
the scene, 

‘The principal interest centred in the horse 
competitions, which were peccrally keen and 
close. ‘he display of field stook was hardly 
as good as it has been at previous exhibitions, 
the farmers apparently being more anxious to 
bring in their fine specimens of horseflesh,and 
consequently the display of carriage and blood 
stock, both as to quality and quantity, was 
much superior to that of former yeats, Seve- 
ral fine stallions were oxbibi The gray 
Percheron owned by Messrs. Morden, Sprague 
& Co., of Prince Edward, and imported trom 
Kentucky, was surrounded by a large knot of 
admirers a goodpartof thetime. Heisthe beau 
ideal of » heavy draught stallion. There was 
avother, however, which attracted almost, if 
not quite, as much attention—o beautifully 
built stallion called ‘‘Netherby,” sired by a 
blooded Clydesdale out of an English coach 
mare. The only thoroughbred stallion on the 
grounds was ‘‘ War-Cry,” sired in 1870 by 
“ War-Dance” out of the thoroughbred mare 
Eliza Davis,” and imported to this country 
in 1873. He is a most graceful animal, golden 
chestnut in color, and clean limbed and finely 
proportioned in every a Mr. Hurley's 
thoroughbred colt sired by Leamington was 
greatly admired by good judges of horses, 

The keenest competition was among the 
carriage horses and roadaters. Somo really 
5 Jondid horsos were exhibited in those classes, 

‘or the pair of Carriage Horses there were 
eight entries:—Geo. Pardy, Sidney, two 
beautiful light bays ; Peter Goldsmith, Sidney, 
blacks; Thos. Wragge, city, blacks; EK, A, 
Brickman, Ameliasburg, blacks ; J. Goalin, 
Sophiasburg, s black and an iron-grey ; Jas. 
Thrasher, Thrashor's Corners, greys; Ald, 
Campion, city, blacks ; Peter Kotchoson, Sid- 
ney, dark bayr. It took the judges fully an 
hour to decide on the merits of theso teams, 
At length, after an exbaustive ¢xamination, 
and much driving around tho course, thoy 
awarded tho first prize to Goo, Purdy’s bays, 
the second to Jas. Ketoheson’s fine team, and 
the third to Peter Goldemith’s blacks, The 
award was os fair # ono es could well be made, 
though it was, as « mattor of course, sevorely 
oriticized by persons in the crowd who had 
{favorite horses. The award of first prize to 
Mr. Purdy’s team was, howoeyer, generally 
aoknowlodged to be just. 

There wore only two entrios for tho pair of 
Roadsters competition :—Geo, Brown, of this 
olty, and—Wollbanks of Prince Edward. Tho 
race which took place between thore two teams 
was a very exciting one for a time, but hofore 
the courso had heon halt traversed Brown's 
fino dark bays bad drawn away from the ethor 
toam, and from that point kept {noreasing the 
distance betweon thom, arriving at tho start- 
ing place far ahead. Tho pace, appearance 
and condition of Mr. Brown's team, in the 
opinion of many good jadges, were superior to 
tbe other to aud yot, atrango to say, in 
spite of shoir superior npoed and (at the vory 
Toast) equality in othor rospocts, they wore 
awarded only second prizo, Wollbank’s toam 
taking first. The decision was gonorally un- 
popular among the crowd. 

Yor the Single Rosdater competition thore 
wore four ontries ; 'T. H. B. Pardy's paoor ; 
a sorrel owned by J. P. Lake, of Morven; a 
black mare owned by T, Valquot; and Dr, 
Allan's grey.

A movomoent is on foot in thie city hay- 
ing for its object tho checking of the 
practioo of treating. About u yosr ago a 
similar movement was started, but for some 
unexplained reason it flattened out and 
neyer ambunted to anything. It is pro- 
posed to organize an Anti-treating Associa- 
tion and to endeavor to get all classes of 
-the community—eapecially young men— 
interested in it. ‘The movement is in good 
hands, and will not, it isprobable, be al- 
lowed to fall to the ground this time, 
Hardly-any sensible person (whether a 
drinker or an abstainer) who gives the sub- 
ject a fow momenta’ consideration, but will 
approve of the scheme about to be develop- 
ed. A large proportion of the intemper- 
anco which is gradually sapping the con- 
stitutions, depleting the purses, and biunt- 
ing the moral sense of a large class of our 
young men, is directly traceable to the 
sensvless and vicious practice of troating. 
Wo have no doubt that a large number of 
habitual treaters will candidly admit that 
the practice is a foolish one, and that they 
treat not so much because they want to, 
and aro treated not so much because they 
want to be, a8 because such is the custom. 
A great doal of the treating is done by 
young men who are just ontoring on their 
career of dissipation, and who are anxious 
to appear in the eyes of their companions as 
‘fone of the boys,” as ** men abut town,” 
who “know all the ropes,” and they are in- 
yariably lavish of thoir money, How many 
young lads have spent nearly the whole of 
their wook's wages in treating their com- 
panions—and often borrowed money for 
the ssme purpose—morely for the sake of 
appearances! It is this class who assiduous- 
ly cultivate the acquaintance of bar-tendcrs 
andcancall them all by their christian 
names, and who are made happy fora 
whole night if they receive a smile and a 
familiar word from a bar-ma\ A young 
man, fresh from the home-circle, is intro- 
duced, with a set of wild companions, into 
bar-roome and worse resorts; he is not at 
his ease, and notices and envies the frce- 
and-oasy, confident air of his companions. 
Probably he has to endure some good- 
natured banter on account of his greenness, 
and ho atrives to throw off his shyness ond 
imitate tho manners of the others, He 
always succeeds, and it takes a very short 
time for him to become accustomed to the 
scenes which were at first repollant to him, 
Then come the nightly. visits to the 
drinkiog resorts, Ho must treat, as well 
as be treated, or he will be considered 
close and mean.

From Winnipeg to Rat ‘Portage on 
an Empty Locomotive, 
(From Gur Own Correspondent.) 

While waiting to take passage on the east. 
ern bound train to Rat Portege, or the Lake 
of the Woods, your. correspondent happened 
to meet on Main Street, Winnipeg, conductor 
Joseph Fahey, of the C. P. R., and formerly 
of Belloville, who earnestly requested me to 
scoompany him as far as Calmur, a station on 
the ©. P. R. some 18 miles east of Cross Lake, 
and twenty miles west of this place. I ac- 
cepted the invitation with pleasuro, knowing 
that it would be a novel trip and very differ- 
ont from sitting in a lonesome cushioned seat 
travelling in an entirely new country with no 
ore to show mo any of the principal points of 
interest along the line, or a chance of school. 
ing myself in the manner in which theso par- 
ticular links of the Canadian Pacific Railway 
had been, or are being, constructed, nanely 
soction B and contract 15, The latter is the 
most expensive link in the railway from the 
head of Lske Superfor to the Rocky Moun- 
tains, and one that has and will probably al- 
Ways haye the most terrible history of any 
thirty-seven miles of track between Graven- 
huret and the Pacific coast, The recklossness 


of dynamite and glycerine haye besmeared 
with human blood the rocks of every cutting 
from one end of the contract to the other. 
Fearless able-bodied men, while cheerfally 
engaged in handling the treacherous material, 
havein an instant been blown into such 
fine particles that there had been no 
attompt made whatever to search ont 
their pBlrerized remains, In one instance 
a couple of mea while engaged blasting out a 
cut betweed Asterson and Keewatin station, 
were blown by a blast in such a horrible man- 
ner, that all that could be found of one poor 
fellow wasa small portion of his shirt, which 
was hanging on 4 tree closo by where the ac- 
cident had happebed. A long list of those 
appalling ocourronces could be furnished the 
reader, but enough. We will for a short time 
turn our attention to a more pleasing feature 
of my travel, and follow the ccuntry from 
Winnipeg to the: heretofore hidden, or un- 
known, beauty of the Lake of the Woods. A 
party of uz, cight in number, including c<n- 
ductor Fahey and his two brakesmen, engi- 
neer VanNorman and his firoman, Superia- 
tendent Haney, myself) and an employee of 
the road, found room on the locomotive "* Sit- 
ting Bull,” and left Winnipeg in the afternoon 
at 3 o'clock, and arrived ia Lake Deception at 
8:30 the same evening, a distance of 120 miles, 
Lesving Point Douglass station, we cross the 
new iron bridge lately completed across the 
Red River, and follow the entire bank of the 
river in as straight a line as it is possible to 
tuo, The first nine miles of our travel was 
over an open prairie country ;/at that distance 
we reached Bird’s Hill, a favourite pio nic 
ground for the people of Winnipeg, on account 
of its fine grove, the beauty of its lovation, and 
theextremoly pleasant drive out from the city, 
There is alco at this place one of the largest, 
and certainly the most valuable, gravel pits 
‘on tho line of railway already in operation. 
Over cne million yards of gravel have been 
tsken from this bed, and yet nine times that 
amount remains, From this point to Selkirk 
we travelled through a densely wooded coun- 
try, principally poplar of a good growth, now 
and then crossing an open scrubby spot, which 
looked as though it laid under water 9 months 
out of the year, and will not be of much worth 
for years to come, until the districts immedi- 
ately around them will have been cleared of 
wood, an‘ a proper system of drainage adopt- 
ed. Then, and not till then, they will sursly 
become the most desirable parts of the Prov- 
ince, from the fact of their being situated so 
near the proyincial metropolis, Arriving at 
Selkirk we find this little town that but« two 
years ago gave such promise, all deserted ; 
the robe of disappointment has been thrown 
over the place, and through the thin fibres of 
its weak and shrinking texture cam be traced 
the influences ot natural decay; on every door 
and on every window-pace in its empty buil- 
dings is written the story of a great political 
blunder, where $75,000 had been thrown 
away by the wrong location ofthe Canadian 
Pacific Railway here—another instance of the 
shortsightedness of the Mackenzie administra- 
tion, and the political acumen of a wise and 
yay government. From Selkirk to Cross

ally large mze; there are miles and miles of 
spruce ties and cordwcod piled along the 


track. 1 way more than a little surprised to 
see it in such quantities, as I, like many 
otheze, living in the Eastern provinces run 
away with the idea that there is no wood of 
any account obtainable in the Great North 
West. Just here I would say to those who 
are very better acyuainted with this country, 
that to believe anything of the kind isan en- 
tirely 


MISTAKEN NOTION, 


All slong the banks of tho streams up this 
country there is alarge supply of different 
kinds of timber. Besides the wood that can 
be had along tho river banke there are unlimit- 
od quantities on all tho bills and mountains, 
True, the settlor has in many cases to carry it 
for some distance, but not so faras to render 
him unable to layin a good eupply during 
the quiet months of the year. These timber 
‘Islands are pretty evenly distributed over 
the country, For instance there are the Tur- 
tlo Mountaing,skutingtheboundary, Twenty 
miles north there aro tho Tiger Hills, six 
miles farther north 1 the Souris River, and 
fourteon miles still farthor north of that again 
aro tho Brandon Hills, and immediately north 
of those you cater thesparecly wooded Little 
Sarkatchowan district, which leais norjh to 
tho Riding Mountains, After passing thore 
1 cannot tell what one will find, but [ suppose 
it is wood allibe way to the lakes, These tun- 
ber belts ran cast and woat, parallel with 
each other, and in the most extreme casce 
the settlors in those ranges have only to draw 
their wood a distance of ten milos, and now 
that tho railway isin diroot communication 
with this Koowatin Territory thore will nover 
be any Iaok of fuol or building matorial, Hore 
the tall towering pinos majestically tora their 
mighty branches, and neath their shades tho 
modeat spruce spreads out its evergroon foli- 
age, while poering out from behind the cur- 
tain is the short-lived, trembling poplar, Tho 
threo sroin lonely association waiting tho 
woodman’s xe, but it will require centurios 
oftime tocleor this country of itn woody 
troasures, and with the oxorciae of care and 
ounsidoration there will always be a good 
supply of this, tho moat noodful of the earth's 
production®. 

From Whitomouth to Rat Portage wo pase 
from rooky cots to muskegs, 1 would bo 
nafo in paying that the wholo road from point 
to point, is built on solid rook, and bottomloas 
munkog.

the whole length of the bridge. , The blasted 
rock, is thrown into the enclosure, and then 
upon ‘the rock the pare is piled, drawn to 
the fill by means of a ** ump” train contsin- 
ing 15 car, loaded by,» stoam shovel, which 
will load a car in four minutes, and with the 
aid of a steam plough they can unload a train 
of fifteen cars in five minutes. With tho ma- 
chinery in use on this contract, the work, ol- 
though heavy, is done expeditiously. Theuo 
‘fills’ aro filled up even with the reat of -the 
track, somo of them being eighty feet deep 
and one hundred and eighty feet long, con- 
taining from eighty thousand to one hundred 
thoveand yards of gravel. Between Keewatin 
station and Rat Portage, within a distance of 
half a mile, there are three “fills,” one cutt- 
ing and a tunnel cut through the centro of the 
island, and all of equal lengths, There are 
many odd pieces of machinery in use on this 
contract. Very little hand Iabor ia required, 
as the work is principally done by mechanical 
appliances. between Osterson’s Pit and 
Keewatin Station, just onoand half miles 
from the latter,/and on the shore of Darlington 
Bay, is to be econ another of thoue gravel con- 
suming “fills.” Itis not over 350 feet in 
length, and alroady there has been thrown in- 
to the space which it occupies 100,000 yada, of 
gravel, acd still there is no‘telling how mach 
more it will require before it is made a/good 
job of. The workmen, and I believe albo the 
contractors engaged ‘on contract 15, are of 
the opinion that the bottom isa slanting rock, 
and that the gravel washes cff at the bottom, 
and as a result the road bed is constantly sink: 
ing. The coutractors have secured a steam side 
plough, which they use to throw the gravel 
off all on the one side, by so doing they will 
extend the width all the one way, a sure 
method of securing a sound bottom, It is 
really astonishing the amount of blasted 
atone, boulder rock, and gravel there is used 
in these fills, The one of which I am at pre- 
sent writing must have had thrown into it as 
asafe bed for gravel, handreds of train loads 
of just such material, and yet there is no 
tolling when the bottom will end, or when 
the demand for material will stop, The ex- 
penres attending such work must be enormous, 
and one mast seo the performance of the work 
before he will, or can believe the enormity of 
its cost. While sittingon the top clift of a 
massive rock, accordingly a deep rocky cut- 
ting just as you approach the fill, 1 was 
interested in seeing two locomotives attached 
to a oablie connected to the side hill plough 
and pare with all the power that steam 
could afford them, unloading the cars by means 
of this peculiarkind of plough. All the while 
the engines were doing their work and strug- 
gling with a}l their mighty strength, four men 
walked along in front of the plough with

Protection and the Grand Trunk. 


At» mooting of the shareholders of the 
Grand Trunk, held at London, England, 
on the 6th inst., Sir Henry Tyler, the 
Presidont of the road, stated—according to 
tho Globe's summary of his address to the 
shareholdera—‘‘ that tho expenses of the 
road had been groatly increased within the 
last few years in consequence of the altered 
fiscal policy of the Dominion Government, 
which made everything the poor man re- 
quired dearer than'it was before. As a re- 
sult, workmen on railways, as in other 
branches of trade, demanded higher wages, 
which with a company having such an ex- 
coodingly large pay-list as the Grand Trunk, 
was a very serious matter. Materials of 
all kinds wore also dearer than thoy had 
been before, and in particular the, cost of 
coal was increased to the extent of the very 
high duty imposed. He (Sir Henry Tyler) 
could hardly conceive any thing more un- 
wise in a nation like Canada than to place 
aduty on coal. The results to the people 
and to the country could hardly be bene- 
ficial when it was so exceedingly unfayor- 
able to the railféads, which in s country 
like Canada wero of the greatest import- 
ance,” 

Sir Henry Tyler is a free trader, and, 
having a statement to present to the share- 
holders which did not realize their expecta- 
tions, he evidently did not hesitate to 
attack the protective policy of the Domin- 
ion Government in order to make out a case 
to please his auditors. He must remem- 
bor, however, that the tariff was enacted 
by the direction of the people of Canada, 
and that if it taxes the Grand Trunk, the 
people of Canada have taxed themselves for 
the benelit of that road to the extent of 
many millions of dollars, Besides, the 
Government purchased their unprofitable 

* River du Loup branch, thus relieving the 
Company of a considerable annual burden 
aud furnishing the money which enabled 
the Grand Trunk to make thoir profit- 
able connection with Chicago, which 
otherwise they could not have se- 
cured. In addition to conferring these 
great benefits on the Company, the people 
of Canada have patiently borne witha 
freight tariff that discriminates heavily 
against them and in favor of their noigh- 
bors of the United States; have seen their 
local traffic neglected when the cara were 
required for the transportation of freight 
from Ohicago to the sea-board at rates lower 
than from Toronto or Belleville; and fur- 
thermore have seen daily, for weeks past, 
train loads of passengers borne past their 
doors from Chicago to Boston and vice versa 
at $5 per head, whilst it cost more for 
Canadians to proceed from Belleyille to 
Montreal, ‘Lherefore, if accounts were 
squared as between the people of Oanada 

and the Grand Trank, there would bea 
heavy balance againat the latter—a balance 
which it never can repay, and it ill becomes 
the President of that Oompany to complain 
now that, the road being in a fairly pros- 
perous condition, it is made to contribute 
towards the revenue to the same extent as 
other Railway Companies which have never 
received a fiftieth part of the favors that G 
have been bestowed upon the Grand Trunk, 
and which have not discriminated in favor 
of a country that is constantly hostile to 
Canada in s commercial sense.

The New York Sun berates the Canadian 
authorities becarse some months ago a case 
of lynching ocourred in one of the remote 
districts of Ontario.

THE THURLOW DISASTER, | 


RESUMPTION OF THE INQUEST. 
DEFECTIVE CONSTRUCTION OF THE BOILER SHOWN. 


Piates Onty Fit for Oll Tanks. 
(From our Special Reporter. ) 

Tho inquiry into tho disastrous oxplosion 
of the boiler of Owen Reid's steam threshing 
machino on the farm of George Caldwell, 
Thurlow, was resumed on Monday, tho 10th 
inst., whon Mr, Petorson appoarod for Mr. 
Reid, owner of the machine, Tho following 
testimony was taken : 

Owen Raip awora,—Live in the Township 
ef Thurlow ; ama farmer and threshor ; am 
the owner of tho boiler and threshing machine 
in question ; purchased the engine and boiler 
from the Josoph Hall Manufacturing Co., of 
Oshawa; bought it from Mr. Sandycock, 


thoiragont; made the bargain for tho machine 
in Belleville ; paid money on the machine and 
Rot a receipt signed by the Joseph Hall 
Manofacturing Co, ; was to pay $1,080 for the 
engine and thresher, $700 for the ongine and 
$380 for tho thresher; did not got any 
guaranteo as to the power of the engine; it 
Wawa 10 horse power and was registered tocarry 
160 pounds of steam ; the sgent told mo tho 
boilor was tested beforo leaving the works, 
but ho gave no guarantes to that offect ; pur- 
chased its year ago last July; commenced 
using it at once; Harry Bawden was engineer 
then ; ran it with from 60 to 80 pounds steam ; 
‘Bawden told me he had run it a8 high as 100 
pounds ; know Bawden very well; ho liyed 
with me ashortiime, Bawden said he was 
an epgineor ; he did not show me any papers 
to show that he was an enginoor; made no 
inquiries as'to how long he had been an ongi- 
neer, but was toldafterwards that he was acaro- 
ful young man; paid him $1.00 per day; nevor 
said anything about the water gauge; Bawden 
did not thiok it was safe to oarry ovor 80 Iba, 
steam ; generally run her with 60 lbs, ; Baw- 
den left mo tho let of May, 1881. I next en- 
gaged Mr, Malcolm; Malcolm came to me him. 
self and asked for the situation; he said he 
was a good engineer ; Malcolm said Bawden 
sent him to me; didnot ask him for any 
papers as to his qaalitios as an engineer; do 
not know where he, employed. before ; 
gave him $1.00 per day; engaged Malcolm 
about the Sth of Augast; Anson Thrasher bad 
charge of'the threshing machine only ; Mal- 
colm’s duty was to look after the engine; was 
to allow Mr, Thrasher two-tifths of tho protits 
of the threshing machine ; we were both—Mr, 
Thrasher and 1—to bear an equal share of the 
expenses of the machino ; the work 
paid for by the farmers wast» be acertain 
price per bushel ; the’more ‘they threshed the 
more would be the profit ; the faster the en- 
gine was run the more bushels of grain would 
bo threshed; Thrasher discharged Malcolm the 
day before the accident; Malcelm came to me 
and told;mo Thrasher had discharged him ; 
Thrasher told me that day that he bad run 
the engine himself and had blown the water 
gauge off the boiler; Maloolm and Thrasher, 
did not agree very well ; J told Mr, Thrasher 
that a practical man could run the engine 
without a water-guage, bat would not let him 
(Thrasher) ran it; told Thrasher that Mal- 
colm would go back and run the engine until 
Saturday night, after which I would get 
another engineer if they could not agree ; had 
heard Malcolm say the steam gauge was out of 
order, but Malcolm ‘also told me that he had 
taken the gauge to Belleville and had it fixed 
by Mr, Martin; the engine was working at 
Crookstown sawing lumber from January inst 
until May—Bawden was the engineer at that 
time; Brayant told me once that Maloolm was 
ronning’ the engine as high as 145 lbs, of 
steam ; was never present when it was 
run as highas 145 lbs.; was never told by 
any person that Malcolm would blow the 
boiler up; the boiler was never mended; 
Iwas not at tho scene of the accident when 
the explosion took plave, Thought the engine 
Was a good one ; never asked for a guaranteo 
as to the quality of the engine from the Joseph 
Hall Manufacturing Co.; the company was 
to keep thoengine in repair for two yeara, 
‘The lover was blown away und has never been 
found ; never saw any number on the lever ; 
saw the agent from whom I engaged the ma- 
chine the morning after the accident ; 
the agent told mo the engine was a 10 horse 
Power. Thore were notches on the lever ; 
think Bawden filed them there himself. Baw- 
den never told me tho engine was unfit to use. 
I told Malcolm not to use over 80 lbs, of 
steam, 


To Mr. Peterson—Did not toll Bawden or 
any othor person I wanted a cheap man; Was 
willing to pay a reasonable price for a good 
man, The engino was running about six 
weeks this summer before the accident took 
Place, Maloolm and I examined the engine 
ad boiler before commencing work: this sea- 
son and found them all right. Tho engine 
driver told me he had the steam gauge re- 
paired 8 or ten days before the!accident, 


Omakuxs MAYES, sworn, deposed as fol- 
lows :—Am employed by Mr, Caldwell as a 
farming hand ; was here at the time of the 
explosion ; was taking away the grain from 
the thresher the firat day. The machine was 
fed in turns, by Thrasher and Gavin, The 
water gaugo was broken the first day the 
machine was working here. Thrasher was 
Tanning the engine m the time; Maloolm 
was away ; did not hear any dispute between 
Thrasher and Malcolm 3 don’t kuow why 
‘Thrasher discharged Matcolea ; had heard 
‘Thrasher tind fault tho night before they 
came here, with Malcolm because the machine 
was not properly cleaned and ready for use ; 
had weon Thrasher at tho engino the first day, 
but did noteeohim do any work at the 
engino ; it was about 2 o’cloak when Maloolm 
wentaway; Thrasher then took Malcolm's 
place at tho engine. Had heard Thrasher say 
he could ran the engino as well as Malcolm ; 
Malcolm camo back about 9 oF 10 o'clock 
that night, and went to work: the next morn- 
ing at S o'clock, Malcolm was at the cvgino 
firet ; dont know who made the fire that 
morning ; it commenced raining that morn. 
jog, and they shut down ; Malcolm and somo 
of the othors went away to some of the neigh. 
bors’, After the rain ceased, Thrasher called 
the boys back by the whistle on the engine ; 
Thrasher fired np himaolf in the absence of 
Malcolm, It waw about 10 o’olook when they 
commenced working the #seaond 


timo ; had 
hoard Thrashor aay they munt got 400 bunheéla 
through that afternoon, before night ; from 
100 to 5600 bushels yor day is tho average

It is improper to send ont an engine 
with the lever of the safety valve so long that | 
the pressure, might be greater than the boiler 
is capable of standing, There would be no 
impropriety in an engineer having the ball out 
to the end of the lever in the\case of a new 
boiler, If the safety valve was properly con- 
structed it would not be unsafe to run an on- 
gine if the steam gauge were out of order.

The 
crushing or grinding mill is ono of the latest 
improved machines manufactured by tho Mad- 
ison Company of Wisconsin Stato, It isa 
patont floxible mill, by which tho juice is tho- 
roughly oxtraeted from tho smallest as well 
as the largest stalk. Tho oapacity is about 
five tons of cane por day, It is driven by a 
two horve power engine, They are evaporat- 
ing at present about 75 gallons of syrup per 
day. The amount of cane grown in the town- 
abip this year is estimated at about 200 tony, 
and {t is expeoted that fully ten times at least 
this quantity will be grown next year, as the 
farmeis who have interested thomsclves this 
year in its growth aro woll ploasod with the 
investment.

An account of John Lloyd, for building a 
fence at Pinnacle St. School, amounting to $39, 
was reforred to the Board for consideration, 

Tho Committee on Printing and Supplies 
reported, recommending that two new 
Boynton coal furnaces be placed in the Cen- 
tral School Building. 

Mr, Johnson, I. P. 8,, submitted the fol- 
lowing monthly statement of the attendance, 
&o , of the Public Schools of the city:— 

Tho number of pupils registered for the 
month of September, 1,246 ; average attend- 
ance for the month, 976; 79 per cent of those 
registered attended regularly ; total number 
of days lost by absence, 4,075; there wero 
414 cases ot latoness, 

For September, 1830, there were registered 
1,355, and the avorage attendance was 1,091; 
80 per cont of those registered attended 
regularly ; 4,820 days lost by absence and 411 
cases of lateness, 

For September, 1879, there were entered on 
the school registers 1,343 children ; average 
attendance, 1,098; 81 per cent attended 
rogularly ; 4,680 days lost by absence, and 
370 cases of lateness, 

For September, 1878, 1,272 registered 
avorage attendance, 1,037; 81 per cent attend- 
od regularly ; 4,393 days lost by absence, and 
572 casos of latencas. 

WAYS AND MEANS, 

The Board went into Committee of the 
Whole on Ways and Means, Mr. Newbery in 
tho chair. 

Tho roport of the Financo Committee was 
passed. 

It was decided to order the payment of the 
account of John Liwd, The difficulty about 
the account was that the Committee could not 
discover who had authorized the contract. 

The report of the Committee on Supplies was 
considered. 

Mr. Hayne moved in amendment to the 
reoommtndation of the Committee that five 
wood stoves be placed in the class rooms and 
two coal stovesin the large rooms of the 
Central School. He calculated thatthe saving 
which would be effected by the system of 
heating which he proposed would be at least 
$200, ‘he teachers all wanted additional 


stoves, and would be willing to do without | | 


any furnaces if they could got them. 

Mr, Tenannt was certain that stoyes without 
furnaces wore not sufficient to heat the build- | 
ing properly. 

Mr. Wensloy thought that the furnaces 
would be all that would be required. 

Mr. Davis supported the amendment, 

Mr. I. Diamond said that hitherto a large 
percentage of the heat from the furnaces had 
been lost by having it conveyed to the regis- 
tors through tin pipes which were exposed to 
the cold air, The pipes should te encased in 
wood or cloth. 

Mr, Wills was of opinion that the most effi- 
cient as well as the cheapest way of heatiog 
the school would be by coal and wood stoves, 

Mr, W.J, Diamond contended that the sys- 
tem of heating proposed by Mr. Hayne would 
not be any more economical than the system 
recommended by the Committee, 

After some further discussion, 

Mr. Johnson moved in amendmout to the 
amendment, that two large coal stoves be 
placed in the assembly room down stairs, a 
large one in the assembly room up stairs, and 
one smaller one in each of the class roomo— 
making thirteen stoves in all, Hoe contended 
that it would be more economical to do away 
with all the wood stoves now in use, anda 
steady temperature would be obtained in all 
the rooma, 

Mr. Macoun supported this amondmont. 

Mr, Hayno said that the teachers wished to 
esoape from the gas from the coal, 

Mr. Wills spoke in fayor of wood stoves for 
the class rooms ; he contended that the rooms 
could be warmed by the wood stoves in half 
an hour, The rooms were only used tour or 
five hours cach day, and it would be sheer 
waste to have fires burning in coal stoves dur- 
ing the remainder of the 24 hours. Tho wood 
stoves would only be used fifty hours in tho 
weok, whereas the coal stoves would have to 
bo ranning all the time, ‘The saving, ho con- 
tended, would bo in favor of the wood stoves.

5 A NEW BRANOH OF COTTON INDUSTRY. 

- Any ono conyersant with tho manufac- 
ture of cotton, who has visited the Toronto 
and other Canadian Exhibitions, must have 
been struck by the great display of hosiery 
yarns, Which is a new branch of the cotton 
industry, brought into existence and fos- 
tered by the present policy. 

OLD TARIFF YS, NEW TARIFF. 

Under the old tariff the manufacture of 
hosiery was unprofitable to manufacturers, 
and consumers had to pay a higher price 
for Canadian hosiery than they pay under 
the present tariff, whilo at the same time 
the production is pore profitable to the 
manufacturer. One class of hosiery which 
sold under the old tariff (of 174 per cent.) 
at $1.50 per dozen are now in the market 
(ander the new tariff at 30 per cent.) at 
$1.20 per dozen, of as good a quality and 
material, but better made, owing to greater 
experience in manufacturing. 

RAPID INCREASE OF COTTON MANUFACTURES, 

To show how rapid-has been the increase 
of cotton manufactures in Uanada, we give 
the following statistics of importation into 
Canada of the raw material: In 1879 the 
raw material imported amounted to 9,720,- 
708 Ibs. ; in 1880 to 13,237,168 Ibs., and in 
1881 it amounted to 16,018,721 Ibs,! ‘or 
nearly double since’1879. 54 yards of cot- 
ton average to the pound would give the 
figures for cotton manufactured in Oanada 
in 188] ad 88,102,965 yards !

Dr. J, G Holland. 


‘The sad and awful intelligence of the 
sudden death of Dr, J. G. Holland, one of 
the ablest and best known of American 
litterateurs, which took place yesterday, 
will be received with profound regret by all 
who are acquainted with his writings—who 
comprise 8 large proportion of the Ameri- 
canand English reading public, His death, 
though sudden, was not altogether unox- 
pected, for he had for years beon afflicted 
with heart-disease, and knew not at what 
moment be might be seized by the hand of 
death. Dr. Holland’s death will be a loss 
to American periodical literature. Under 
his management, Scribner's Monthly has in 
ten years grown to be the most popular 
monthly magazine in the world, and 
had recently passed from ita original 
owner into his own hands, under the name 
of The Century Magazine. The greater 
part of his literary work since the ostablish- 
ment of Scribner's haa appeared in’ its 
pages, but other periodicals were also ‘oc- 
casionally enriched with the productions of 

his versatile and graceful pen. Dr, Hol- 
land was a native of Belchertown, Maas., 
whore ho was born in 1816, He studied 
medicine in early life and practised his pro- 
fession for three years, after which hw odit- 
eda literary journal in Springfield, Mass. 
For a year he occupied the position of Su- 
perintendent of the PublioSchoolsof Vicks- 
burg, Miss., when, in 1849, he became es- 
sociate editor of the Springfield Republican, 
and two or three years after he obtained a 
proprietary interest in that journal. Ho 
did not sever his connection with it until 
1866. In 1870 he became conductor of 
Scribner's, and never severed his connec- 
tion with that periodical. Dr, Holland's 
books are pervaded with a healthy, quiet, 
genial humor, and yot contain an element 
of satire hardly less keen, at times, than

Monsigneur Farrelly 


BANQUET IN Ki NOSTON, 


The banquet tondored to Monscignour Far- 
relly by tho Clorgy of Kingston, took place in 
the City Hotel in that city, and was, we loarn 
from the News, a yory brilliant affair, tho a\- 
tondance being very largo, and many Protest 
ants being present to do honor to the now 
Prolate. Dr, Sullivan oocoupied the chair, 
with Mr. W. Power and Mr, Jor, Meagher in 
tho vice-chairs, On tho right of the chairmen 
wore seated Monsigneur Farrolly and Mayor 
Pense ; on his left were the Bishop of Hong 
Kong, Bishop Cleary, Judge Price, A. Gunn, 
M.P., Col. Twitchell (American Consul), and 
Mr, John Creighton, whilst a large number 
of clergymen were prevent, and many of the 
loading citizena of Kingston, includiog Mr. 
James Metcalfe, M.P.P., Sheriff Forguson, 
Dr, Hickey, and others. Those from Belle- 
villo were Mr, A, Robertson, M.P.P., Prof, 
Donycs, Mr, John Doyle, Ald. R. Costello, 
and Mesurs, Eugene McMahon, Those.

NEW SCOTCH TIWEEDS!

Ove good hour was spent in discussing the 
edibles, when the chairman asked Mr, T, H. 
McGuire to read some letters of apology 
which he had received. Ho read one from 
Mr, G. A, Kirkpatrick, M.P., stating that he 
had been called away from the city and there- 
fore could not be present, However, ho was 
rejoiced to hear of tho distinguished honor 
that had been conferred upon the gueit of tho 
evening, and hoped he would bo spared long 
to evjoy it. A latter trom Principal Grant 
atated his regret at not being able to bo pre- 
sent, He extended hia congratulations to 
Mgr, Farrelly, and stated that his adminis- 
tration had been characterized by thore qual- 
ities that went towards building up the peo- 
ple of Canada, In Canada was wanted a 
common Christian feeling, so that all classes 
could stand upon a common platform. Letters 
wore also read from Mayor Patterson, Mr, 
‘Thomaa Holden, and Ald, D. Holden, of 
Relleyille ; also from Mr, D, D. Calyin, M 
P,P. 

After tho usual loyal toasts had been 
drunk, 

Tho chairman said all the other toasts wore 
preliminary, but the one he was about to pro- 
pose, that of ‘* Monscignour Farrelly,” was 
wubsidiary, During the thirty yeara which 
that gentleman had been a priest he had ao- 
quired a home in the hearts and affections of 
‘the people, which none but an extra good 
man could do, When he was leaving Kings 
ton for Belleville the people testified thoir 
regret at his dsparture, and when he returned 
during interregnum the people were delighted. 
The manner in which be admivistered the 
affairs of the diocese found favor with all 
classes, and the large asssomblage instanced 
how his services had contributed toward, 
promoting the welfare of the eity, It is with- 
in the province of the clergy to create disson- 
sions as well as harmony, and he (the speaker) 
was afraid if many dissensions were investi- 
gated it would be found that a clergyman was 
atthe bottom of it, The lay people do uot 
usually fight about religion unless thoro be a 
caute for itin some ecclesiastical establish- 
ment. Mgr. Farrelly always discharged his 
duties to the benefit of his people, and there- 
fore none differed with him, No doubt all 
present rejoiced that the Pope had conferred 
upon him, through the Bishop, a signal mark 
of-bis appreciation of bis services in the Dio- 
cose of Kingston. , 

The toast was honored, and when the rev, 
geatleman rose to respond there was unbound- 
ed applause, When quietness was restored 
Mgr. Farrelly said that his position on the 
occasion was indeed a high one, and one that 
any person might well envy. The position, 
instead of giving him eloquence, embarrassed 
him, surrounded as he was, by gentlemen of 
sll creeds and classes of the good city of King- 
ston, Among them ho beheld the most cul- 
tured and literary local scholars as woll as a 
representation of the learning of the City of 
the Bay, There were present members of the 
oburch, the bar, the pulpit, and the press, 
among them being those of all shades of poli- 
tics and opinions, There were also members 
of Parliament, successful merchants, and the 
skilled mechanic—all united to honor one of 
their hamble follow citizens, Almost boside 
him was the Prinoo of God's Church in Hong 
Kong, and next to him was his own beloved 
Bishop, the Right Kev, Dr. Cleary. Why 
should he not be embarrassed? Were he 
gifted with the oratorical powers of Dr Sul'i- 
van, thechairman, then he might be able to 
adequately express his feelings at the honor 
conferred upon him by the assembly, Why 
were they present? not because he had dono 
any more than his duty among the citivons of 
Kiogston, not because of any great morit o 
his discourses while in the city, not because 
of any of his public acts, It was merely 
because he hed been solucted, humble though 
he was, from amongst his fellow-clergymen, 
more learned than he, and made the recipient 
of ahigh honor. Those present, who repro- 
sented all classes, did not care whother the 
honor had been conferred by Pope or Qaeen 
a8 long as it was received by aon of Kings- 
ton, After jhis thirty years’ experience in 
Kingston he could say nothing against tho 
bar, but know of much good it had accom- 
plished. Tho medical fraternity alto bad 
done much good ia saving people from going 
to their graves. 

Voico—They send him there. 

He could alao speak of merchants who 
had brought prosperity to the city, and of the 
artizan with whom he had much intercourse, 
and in whom he had taken a groat interest, 
He thought ho could justly say, “How tho 
good people of Kingston love one anothor.” 
Ho concluded by returning thanks to those 
present for attending in bis honor, and also 
to his beloved Bishop for having been instru- 
mental in bringing the citizens and his fellow 
pricats together upon that occasion. 

Bishop Cleary and the Bishop of Hong 
Kong also made ablo spooches in reply to the 
toast of their health.

of # staff of enthusiastic and ablo scientific 
explorers, headed by Profossor Macoun, 
are, however, enabled to present the people 
with additional information respecting its 
vant and variod resources. And the impor- 
tance of the country increases with our 
fuller knowledge, for it tells of increased 
acreage of fertile lauds and additional ad- 
vantages for settlors. Tho four months’ 
journey which Professor Macoun has just 
completed will add largely to our informa- 
tion regarding wide and important dis- 
trict. ‘Ihe tour of exploration covered the 
country in the vicinity of Lake Winnipog- 
oosis, the Rod Dovr river, the upper por- 
tion of the Swan river, and the uppor As- 
siniboine, The Professor accomplished his 
journey entirely by water ond on foot. 

Leaving Winnipeg, Professor Macoun 
skirted the shores of Lake Manitoba, the 
extreme length of which is 130 miles, 
running in a north-westerly direction. It 
is a shallow, muddy lake with many reefs, 
and but few good harbors. The portion 
of the lake south of the narrows, although 
considerably wider than that to the 
north, is still shallower, Passing on, 
the Professor reached Lake Winnipegoosis, 
On tho shores of this lake, which is up- 
wards of 100 miles long, the explorer had 
# boat built with which to make his saubse- 
quent water journey. The north-west 
portion of the lake, Dawaort bay, is nearly 
cut off from the main body of the lake bya 
long peninsula, This bay has an extreme 
length of about forty miles, aud a breadth 
yarying from tive to twenty miles. Both 
shores are deeply indented with smaller 
bays. On some of the projecting points, 
cliffs of w light colored limestone’ occur, 
‘There are several islands, on which solid 
rock is also exposed, as well as many sub- 
merged reefs. The highest rocky promon- 
tory is Point Wilkins, on the west side of 
the lake. Most of the points have ice 
formed beaches, composed entirely of 
boulders and pebbles, and behind them 
thore aro extensive swamps. Tho north 
end of the lake is espocially low, ‘and the 
barrier between Winnipegoosis wad Oedar 
Jakes is little more than a swamp, from 
three to five miles across. On the shores 
of the lako the Professor obseryed much 
land inundated. The character of the main 
body of Lake Winnipegoosis is the same as 
that of Dawson bay, being studded with 
islands and reefs: On the east side, be- 
tween Elm and Gun pointe, there is a cliff 
of limestone of considerable extent. The 
beaches of almost eyery point and island 
are made up of Laurentian boulders and 
fragmonts of Devonian limestone, over- 
grown with trees, béhind which aro swamps, 
often of considerable extent, and amall 
lakes. 

With tho boat just montioned and a can- 
vas craft, which he brought from Winnipeg, 
Professor Macoun act out on his long jour- 
ney. Leaving Lake Wjonipegoosis, he en- 
tored the Red Deer River country, which he 
thoroughly examived. The soil is described 
as good, aad the land fit for agricuiture. 
Young poplar groves and thickets of wil- 
low are found on the banks, After croas- 
ing Blindman’s river, the trail winds over 
hille ‘ond slopes of sandy loam, and then 
out upon a plain of great width, extending 
to hills bounding Red Doer River, Al- 
though occasional alkaline marshes and 
éwamys are met with, the greater part is 
suited for eettloment, and herbaceous 
plants are luxuriant. The river is of great 
volume and length. At a point a compar- 
atively short distanco from where it de- 
bouches into Lake Winnipegoosis the wa- 
tors spread out and form Red Deor lakes. 
The country is generally covered with rich 
grass, sufliciently long for good hay, amply 
disproying the statement of former travel- 
lors that this isa dry, arid country, The 
grass seon wan not that of marshes, byt 
good upland meadow grass, and it was par- 
ticulary noted that the old grasa had not 
been burned either during the fall or 
spring, thus forming a mulch that retained 
allthe moisture for the year's crop. Ex- 
tending away south from the head wators 

ot Red Deer River is a broad belt of fine 
country, dotted with groves and clumps of 
popular, giving the country a park-like 
appearance. The soil is genorally a light 
loam, Although it iz so moist on the plains 
that no cacti can exist, in the Deor River 
valley a person can hardly walk for cacti, 

Again, while on the plains not a bush 
can be soon, yet inthis valley only a fow 
yards from the cacti, trees three foot in 
diamotor stand, In this valloy, ca 
tomosia, and various chenopodiace vio 
with oach other in luxuriauce, Red River 
passes through a country moro or less 
covered with forest,as far south as latitude 
52°, but after that to its confluence with 
Bow river the only wood in tho country it 
passes through is found in its own yalloy or 
ite bordering couloes, This is so wmall in 
quantity in comparison to tho district to be 
supplied that it neod morcly bo mentioned 
but not taken into account, No doubt 
large quantitios of spruce exist on the upper 
wators of the river, and can be floated down 
to any point on the stream. There aro no 
obstructions of any kind anywhore in the 
river, but on the lower part of ite course it 
would bo oxtromoly ditlicult to get loaded 
waygons out of its valley. But this com: 
parative scarcity of wood in tho region, 
taken os & wholo, is in a largo dogroo com- 
ponanted for by tho immonso deposits of

Frocupine mountains are covered with 
aspen, balsam, poplar, spruce, and willow, 
some of the balsam poplars being six fect 
in diametor.

jalextensive marshes, In this Swan river 
district lignite is found,in beds from a few 
inches to two feet in thickness, affording 
an abundant fuel supply. Speaking of the 
Sholl river country, Mr, Macoun describes 
the land on both sides of tho Assiniboine 
as of excellent quality, and juat as capable 
of producing all kinds of grain as any other 
part of the North-West. This opinion is 
un endorsement of those of other explorers. 
The valley of the Assiniboine, adjacent to 
that of the Shell river,is about « mile wide, 
and some 200 feet deep. The alluyial flat

At the landslides along 
the Shell river are observed a few stratified 
deposits, but they generally show only a 
heterogenoous mixture of gravelly earth 
with bouldera, The bottom of the riyor 
often abolinds with fresh-water mollusca, 
sud hence, perhaps, the origin of the name 
of the stroam. 

The geological features of this region ara 
interesting. Thoro are numerous aprings 
at which the process of petrifying wood, 
moss, and leayes is going on. Limestone 
beds fifteon feet in thickness are met with, 
and fossila of many kinda are common, 

‘The minorals of economic value consist of 
olay iron stono, lignite, peat and salt. Io 
many places along S river, andin the 
Porcupine mountains, elay iron-stones are 
abundant. They are of # concrotiondry 
character,contain a considerable quantity of 
calcaroous mattor,and belong to tho limon- 
ito group of iron-stones. In tho lignite, the 
woody structure is apparent. Peat beds and 
salt springs are also found. Professor Ma- 
coun has deacovered various salt springs in 
addition to those at Boll river and the 
south ond of Lake Winnipegoosis. 

Leaving the head of Swan rivor, the Pro- 
foasor progeeded down stream to Livingston 
or Swan rivor Barracks, which is situated on 
an olovated plateau, being a vast acoumula- 
tion of boulders in a sandy soil that cannot 
bo used for tillage, but is an admirable pas- 
tureland, Thence thotravellor advanced to 
Fort Pélly. From there, leaving the boat 
Professor Macoun followed tho trail ta 
Brandon, and afterward returnod to Winni- 
pon

dent Garfield a Failure ? 


T besought the Lord thrice that it might do 
And He said unto me, My grace 

i# wufficlent for thee.—II, Cormthians, xii, 8-9, 
Thoro was something the matter with Paul, 
of tho text. Hoe spok» of somothing that 
irritated him, or annoyed him, or burt him, 
or mortified him, under tho figure of 4 ‘thorn 
in tho flesh’ Some think it was s crooked 
back. Others think it wan a stuttering 
tongue. Moro persons think, and among 
them tho learned Kitto aud Dr. Joho Brown, 
tho Scotch easnylet, that it was disoased oyos, 
amounting almost to total blindness. Thoy 
think this boca: ho almost slwaya wrote 
by the hand of an amanuonsi#, once montion- 
ing it as a rare occurrence thatho had writ 
ton a long letter with his own hand, And 
they think this, also, becauso ho was alwayo 
accompanied wherever he wont, although ‘he 
was much of the timo a poor man and could 
not havo paid attendants, and also because ho 
sooms to refer to bis troublo with his oyes 
whon, in doscribing the onthusiastic love of 
the Galatiaos, ho saya: “Yo would havo 
plucked out your own eyes and hayo given 
thom to me.’” Ia other words, "You love 
mo #0 much you would have boon willing to 
trado olf your good ovoa for my poor oven” 
Bat whatever may have boon the trouble, 
Paul prayed to have it cured. I supposo ho 
prayed huyadredas of times on thin mattor, but 
Ee mado throe agonizing prayers? Did God 
anawor thore prayers! He did by giving 
something better than Paul asked for ot 
by atraightooing tho back, or by unloouing 
tho tongue, or by curing tho «lisordered yo 
t, but by giving him grace to tain into 
glorious advantage that which had beon ao 
irritating detriment, Inetead of curing the

misfortune, H ified that tro

for thoo,”” So it was then, so itisnow, Ta 
the six thousand yoars of the world’s existence 
there hay not been one hundred right heart. 
od prayors unanswered, nor filty, norten, nor 
has thore been ono! Ifthore had ia thy six 
thousand yoara been just ono  right-hoartod 
prayer unaoswored it would havo impoychod 
the character of God, and have dotliranod the 
Almighty. I( tbero be any trath well sot 
forth ia tho Biblo, it is that God answers 
prayor, God gives what you ask for always, 
or something better, and thoreis a0, «xoop- 
tion. 

During the oleven paintal weeks of our 


Prosidenv's suffering all good people prayod, 
for his recovery, ‘be Sabbaths were full of 
supplication, Daya were set forth for ap :cial 
fasting and prayer, Thore never wax eo much 
prayor offered on any one subject in any 
eleven weeks since the world by the wings of 
tho Almighty was brooded out of chaos. and 
yot tho Wody of Presidont Garter in the 
Lake View Cemetory at Ulovelah?, + Your 
prayors wore a dead failuro,” says the scoptic, 
* Your prayers were a dead failure,” think a 
thousand mon who do not jast like to pay wo. 
‘You wasted your breath, ‘I'he laws of pa- 
turo had thoir way, Dont horoafter mix 
thoology and medicine.” Bat I wall undor- 
take to show you this morning that all tho 
right-heasted prayers made io bebalf of the 
Prosidont may be divided into two classes ; 
those which haye been answered, and those 
which will be answered, Every right-hoarted 

rayer in that direction had two ideas; the 
Prosidoat's welfore and the best interests of 
this nation, Has tho firat half of your pro- 
looged prayer of cleven weeks in behalf of 
the President's welfare been answered? His 
autopsy declares that ifhe had bsen contiaued 
ia life he would have been a paralytic ; that 
he never againcould have walked; that he 
would have been incompetent for the work of 
his high office, But supp2se a miracle had 
boea performed, and he had come forth in en- 
tire health { Could he have met the expecta- 
tions aroused in regard to him? Not if ho 
had been an angel from Heaven with tho 
power of a hundred Garti‘lds, Could he ia a 
prolonged administration, in which thousards 
of questions would arise, have pleased every- 
body? Oh! no, Suppose that ducing that 
prolonged admlnistration a question had arison 
as botwoen the Demcaratic y and the Ro- 
publicen party, both of which parties were 
cqually morupeDatics and equally eulogistic, 
and equally helpful in all those eleven weeks 
of sicknoss—he cortainly would haye to decide 
agaiost one of the partics. Then that party, 
in remembrance of ita sympathy during the 
Weeks of sickneas, would have pronounced 
him an ipgrate, and there would have been a 
thim that bas never been 
eur memory, Tsey would 
say: ‘Here, this is te” we get for all our 
sympathy for you, and all our dness for 
you, and all our prayers for you,” and he 
would bave been in an awful plight as between 
the two groat parties, Suppose a quest on 
duriog the threo coming years had arisen as 
botween monopoly and anti-monopoly, as it 
will arise, how could he have met those ques- 
tions? Oa the one side, the loading anti- 
monopolists of the country, during all those 
eleven weeks of sickness, espocially kind, os- 
pecially sympathetic, tapectally Walptal, e8- 
pecially oulogwstic, while on tho other hand 
among the monopolists was tho Ponnsyl- 
vania Railroad Company, that had given 
bim free rail-train to Long Branch and ex- 
tended the railroad when it was not long 
enough, aud among those monopolists many 
in New Yoyk and throughout the country had 
subscribed their $500 and their $1,000 and 
their $5,000 to Mrs, Garfield, and if you think 
that she did not te! him all about itin his 
botter moments, it is because you have never 
been married. Suppose he had been restored 
to health, how could he have met the expoc- 
tations of monopolists and anti monopolists ? 
Suppose a question of international right had 
arison ay between England and the United 
States? Io the momory of the fact that from 
the first day of his wounding the Qacen and 
the court and the mighty men and women of 
England had bean bending over his sufferiog 
couch in sympathy, how could he haye aainay: 
od questions as between England and the Uni- 
ted States ¥ How could he have been impar- 
tial? How could he have acted at all? Be- 
sides that, during bis il'nosy ho was put under 
obligation toa great multitude of people— 
some in one way and some jn another way— 
and the hotels in Washington, and a new line 
of hotels encircling the city of Washington, 
would not have held the people who would 
come to get rowa:d for thoir labos, ‘I gave 
you an invalid chair, giye me a consulship ;” 
“'T manufactured the cooling apparatus, give 
mo a post office ;” “I subscribed $5,000 to 
Mra, Garfield, recogn'ze my services ;” ‘* 
wrote tho mightiest edito).els of sympath 
during your sicknees, send me to Belgrum ;” 
“‘Tgot tho Washington malaria writ'g up 
your case as & nowspaper correspondent, send 
me to some plave witbin reach of the air that 
blows off the 4'ps,"" The sicknesses and tho 
sympathies of those cloven weeks would hayo 
surrounded tho administration with embar- 
ravamonts mountain high, In his inability to 
roward his bevefactors, and in his adoption of 
an independent policy, he would have aroused 
foclings different from those which now exist, 
aad instead Uf being the ceitie of the nation’s 
admiration and the object almoat of its idola- 
try, ho would during tho threo coming years 
have been more denounced and more carica- 
tured and more hated than any man who ever 
occupied the Prosidentialchair, Ho will have 
escaped during the next threo years enough 
columpy to have covered up these continents 
with vituperative newspapers from Baflio’s 
Bay to Terro del Suego, If Washington and 
Adaws, and Monroe ard Jefferson and Lincolo 
could not escape, much leas could Garfield 
havo escaped ; for there were largor and more 
unreasonable expectations excited in regard to 
him than in regard to any of his predecessors.

“The New Censorship of Litera- 
ture 


Under this heading tho Globe has, for 
the last two or three days, been abusing 
the Colléctor of Customs at Toronto for 
seizing some volumes entered at ‘Toronto 
for duty, as being of an immoral or in- 
decent character. Mr, Patton's action is 
held by the Globe to be an infringement on 
the liberty of the subject, brought about 
by the present administration, and that the 
Government will further encroach upon 
tho liberties of the people until freedom of 
the press is destroyed. The local organ 
of the opposition party goes further and, 
with the object of aiming a blow at the 
Minister of Customs, tells its readera that 
that gentleman, with the sanction of the 
colleagues, has authorized all his subord- 
inates—the Collectors throughout the 
country—to act ns literary censors, 

So far this crusade of the Grit organs 
has not been productive of the results 
which they anticipated. The Globe and its 
satellites havo, in fact,blindly fallen into a 
trap, which the Globe ought to have had 
sense enough to avoid, evenif its echoes 
had not. The Collector at Toronto acted 
under a law which was not the act of the 
Minister of Customs, nor of the present 
Government, nor even of a Tory Govern- 
ment stall, but which was placed upon 
the statute book by the Baldwin Lafontaine 
(Reform) Administration in 1849, and 
which appears in the tariffs from that time 
onward, Further, in 1877, when the 
Mackenzie Government was in power, a 
circular was addreased to the then Collector 
at Toronto, requesting him to detail an 

_ Officer to “seize auch of the prohibited 
abominations” as he might be able to fnd. 
Thus tt is to be seen that that the’ Globe’, 
friends not only made but enforced 
this law, and tho attempt to cast 
blame on the present Government in con- 
nection with the matter falls to the 
ground, whilst the Onturio is debarred 
from the pleasure of a slap at the Minister 
of Customs, its pet aversion. The alleged 

* new censorship is in fact a veiy old censor- 
ship. That the law in a yood and neces- 
sary one ia admitted on all hands, there- 
fore the only question remaining is: Did 
Collector Patton err in seizing the volumes 
which he confiscated as immoral and in- 
indecent! There is room for difference of 
opinion on this point, but in the present 
case the judgment of the majority of our 
contemporarica is decidedly in favor of the 
action of Mr. Patton, those indopendent 
of party unonimously so. The Christian 
Geardian says : 


“We are somowhat surprised at the attack 
of the Globe on the Collector of Customs at 
this Ve for seizing some publications of a 
blasphemous and indecent character. It is 
not a question of party. The law and the 
practico in regard to such matters are the same 
as under the former government, Nor is ita 
question of freedom of discussion in matters 
of opinion, but of carrying out the law Bgainet 
the circulation of publications ‘of an immoral 
and indecent character.” Wo think Mr, Pat. 
ton did no more than bis duty iv confiscating 
works that are urquestiepally blasphemous 
and obscene,” 

The Toronto Telegram ,uts the case very 
fairly and in manner which ought to se- 
cure general acquiescence when it says : 

The Collector does not set himself up as 
consor-abeolute of litsrature,as the Globe com- 
plains,so far as questions of theology are con- 

cerned That is beyond his province, and he 
does not interfere with books of that charac- 
ter at all. Itis only when it seems to bis 

ood judgment that a book is immoral or in- 

nt that he interferes, If the Globe has 
any fault to find it should find it with the 
system and sok to have she system changed, 
instead of abusing the officials whose duty it 
is to enforce tho law. It is, no doubt, a very 
delicate question where to draw the lino as 
to what is immoral and what is not. Io tho 
case in point the Collector contends that the 
books are notouly immoral but positively 
indecent, and he points to passages in the 
books in proof of his contention. The quos- 
tion is thoreforé notone of deism or atheism 
atall, bat one of indecency. That being so, 
while overy right-thinking man will stand out 
for non-interforence with theological works, 
no matter how heterodox they may be, thero 
can be no two opinions as t+ what ought to 
bo dono when the question bevouies ono of ine 
decency,

The Sufferers by the Bush Fires 


Whilst the charitablo are contributing 
| towarda tho relief of the outferora by the 
bush trea in Mighigan—and it is woll that 
they should do so, for the calamity thore- 
by occasioned was ono of tho most wide- 
spread and disastrous that has eyer ocour- 
| red on this continont—no ateps are boing 
| taken to reliove tho wants of those in our 
our own country who are auflering similar 
ly from a like cause, Although, fortunately, 
the effect of tho the bush fires in Canada 
has not been so terrible as that of those in 
Michigan,yot many of tho sottlorsin the nor- 
thern townshipshavo lost thoir all—thoir 
. | houses, barns, crops and provisions for the 
winter having fallon a proy to the flames, 
loaving many people who werolivingin com- 
parativo comfort,in a stateof distress which 
is morereadily to boimagined than described, 
Winter is close at hand and theso destitute 
ones, who are for the time dependent upon 
their neighbors for food with which to 
sustain life, ought to have somo provision 
made for them. Cases of this kind are 
numerons, and one need not go beyond the 
boundaries of our owp county to lind them, 
therefore the matter comes home with 
peoular force to the people of this city, and 
wo hop# to see an early start made here for 
the rolief of the distressed who reside in the 
County of Hastings. 

A contemporary suggests that the On- 
tario Government should render assistance 
where required, and we think the sugges- 
tion a good one ; but something ought to be 
done to relieve the presents wants of the 
sufferers, and that at once, 

In fact, the prospect of assistance from 
the Government is a doubtful one, for the 
Globe informs us that— 


On the 29th ult, Mr,Smith, Superintendent 
of colonization roads for tho Ontario Govern- 
mont, was sent ontin reaponse to nomer us 
and urgent requests from tho township 
authorities to inspect the Colonization roads; 
avd seo what damage had zesulted to them 
from the reoent bush fires, with a view of re- 
pairiog thom, Mr, Smith, who returned on 
Saturday, says that he went through tho 
greater part of the Haliburton distriot in the 
county of Peterborough. On tho Kinmount 


and Bobcaygeon roads he fqund that ocnsider- 
able damage had been dono; also on tho 
Viotorts, Miners’ Bay, Monck, and Burleigh 


js, Cameron, Saowdon, Mammouth, Min- 
dep, and Haliburton roads wero not injared 
toany extent. Tho sottlors had suflered very 
much from the destiuction of their fonces, 
Before leaving be had arranged fer such re 
pairs to the colopization roads as were ab- 
solutely necessary, but none others. 

Tho Superintendent also visited the Mui- 
koka district just previous ‘o this, Hore he 
found that Macaulay road and Macaulasy-road 
south were much damagod, One settler bad 
suffered a loas of $1,500, but no other instance, 
he believed, presented a caso of uttor dosti- 
tution, The birnt districts in Muskoka were 
almost entirely contined to Macsulay town- 
ship. In Muskoka also groat damage to 
fences had resulted. 'Tho fires, howuver, woro, 
he thought, ‘confined for the mort part to 
sparsely settled districts. 

Surely Mr, Smith cannot have pushed 
his inquiries very closely or he would haye 
discovered; as we have been informed 
by credible persons, that in the northern 
townships of this County and of Adding- 
ton, many barns and some houses have 
been destroyed, Ifthe Ontario Govern- 
ment will despatch an agent into this dia- 
trict a very large amount of distress will be 
found to exist—a distress which it is be-

ANTI-TREATING ! 


THE NEW TEMPERANCE MOVEMENT DISCUSSED. 


Practical Kesults of Last Night's 
Meeting. 


Tho attendance at the meeting which was 
held in the Oity Hall last evening for the pur- 
pose of discussing the anti-troating plan as a 
check to intemperance, though by no means 
small, was not’ #o large as might have been 
expected, and that large class which is most 
directly interested in the new movement— 
namely, those who are habitual treaters and 
treateos—was not so well ropresented as could 
have been wished. A disappointm:pt was 
aleo felt in the non-appearance of Mr, S H 
Bloke, who was prevented from being present. 
Notwithstanding these drawbacks, however, 
the mecting was a very succersfal as well as 
an agreeable one, the addresses being short, 
sensible, pithy, and to the point, and the re- 
sults were practical and most encouraging, 
‘The great result was that the new temperance 
movement after being thoroughly discussed 
waa sot afloat, and wo venture to prodiot that, 
having been set going, it will take a consider. 
able force to atop it. 

The first business to be transacted was the 
selection of a Chairman, and, on rcotion of 
Mr. Hugh Walker, Mr, J.J. B. Flint was 
called to the chair, 

_On taking the chair,the chairman expr cesed 
hin pleasure at the comparatively large attend- 
“ace, considering thesmall announcement the 
meting had received. He expressed himaclf as 
being fully in accord with the now movement, 
and hoped that anucleus would be formed 
round which a powerfal organization would 
grow. Ho then called on the Rev.M. W. Mo- 
Lean to address the meeting. 

Rev, Mr. McLean said that, with two ox- 
ceptions, this meeting had been announced in 
the pulpits of the city, The chiof objoct of the 
eao he explained. was to discuss » ques- 
tion. Jt was not called in the interes s of 
total abstinence, but to discuss the best means 
of checking intemperance, with acevial rofor. 
ence to the custom of “treating.” All thoao 
Present wero thoroughly agreed as to tho per- 
nicious effects of intemperance. Treating was 
one of the most powerful incentives to intem- 
Perance, and #0 the meotiog had been called 
for the purpose of taking steps towards or. 
Ganizing an association having for its object 
the checking of this custom. It was well 
known that a large class of persons, eapocial- 
ly young » on, would neyer acquire tho habit 
of drinking wore it not for the tr ating cua. 
ton. It is not easy to go against a custom ip 
vogue even when wo dislike it. It would be 
far eanior for young man to resiat invitations 
to drink if he were a member of an organiza- 
tion such as the one proposed, 

Mr, J. W. Johnson asked whother the so 
ciety would prevent its members from offer. 
ing the hospitalities of theirJhomes to their 
frienda, 

Rev. Mr. MoL an replied that, as far as ho 
knew, auch was not the intention, He be- 
Moved the idea was to provent young men 
from driok{ng to oxcoss in saloons and bar- 
rooms 

Mr, Thos. Ritchie thought that a society 
like the ono proposed was a dosidoratum in 
the community, He would venture to say 
that 999 out of every thousaud who were in 
the habit ot conforming to the custom of 
troating would admit its pornicious effeoty. 
Tho custom was a sonscloss one, Ono might 
just ax woll oxpress bis yood-followship and 
triondahip by buying a shirt-collar or a pound

He would approye of 
anything which would obeck, in however 
ama'l a degree, the growth of 'intemporance, 
He thought that if the movement was to be 
successful, it would have to be placed in the 
hands of business mon, professional mon, and 
mecbanics, 

Ald, Goo.E. Honderson was next called on, 
Ho aaid that he was in favor of the objects of 
the proposed association. What was neces. 
Bary was an organization the mombera of 
which would pledge themselves not to treat 
or be treated, The custom of treating was 
usually practised by genorour, whole-soulod, 
kindly men. Narrow, eclfish, miserly men 
woldom died draokar Thoro was not 
charity enough exercised towards intomperate 
men, If they were treated more kindly by 
abstainors and moderate drinkors there would 
not be vo much misery from drink, When a 
man became addicted to liquor he was often 
shunned by his fellow beings and became dis- 
couraged. A movement of the kind under 
discussion would be a powerful aid to men 
who found it hard to resist temptation, It 
would aleo, it is probable, load to something 
better, aud would induce many men to be- 
come total abstainers. 

Rey. D. Mitchell said he came to tho 
meeting to show his crores) of the object 
for which it was called together. He could 
go farther thau Key. Mr. Line. Since ho 
had become u resident of Belleville, he had 
not only not been treated, but had nover 
treated.

He was not o total ab- 
stainor himself ; he rather liked lsger beor 
acd drank it occasionally; but he confined 
himself to this beverage, But the object of 
the proposed society was not to prevent mon 
from drinking altogether ; it was to prevent 
thom from conforming to the vicious habit of 
drinking with friends when they do not wish 
to. He poke very eloquently on the rav- 
agos whio! intemperate drinking had canecd 
in Belleville within his recollection, and des- 
cribed the peculiar temptations to which men 
of the world are exposed by the treating prrc- 
tice. Hoe believed that the better class of 
hotel and saloon keepers would wish the so- 
ciety well, 

Ald. Henderson said he thought that a 
mombor of the society should not only rot 
Us others, but should, also, not treat biu- 
self, 

Mr, Neil MoArthur moved the following 
resolution, which was seconded by Mr, Wm. 
Tennant :— 

“That this meeting, recognizing that the pre- 
valent social custom of expressing good fellow- 
ship by treating to alcoholic drinks in public 
pace of entertainment is detrimental to the 

jest interests of society, now resolve itself into a 
committee to organize itself into an association 
mayan aa its conditions of mem >ership that the 
individual do not himself treat another or allow 
himself. to be treated by another, to ony wine, 
beer, or other spirituovs or malt liquors, in any 
Rene onee) tavern, hotel or saloon within the 

mits of the city of Belleville.” 

Mr, N. D MoArthur eaid that from an ex- 
perience of 12 years as a commercial traveller, 
he could conscientiously ssy that no olass of 
the community are more froo from the curse 
of ESR than commercial travellers— 
and no class of the community saw more of the 
evils of intemperance than mombers of his 
profession. He made these statements on ac 
count of some remarks which had fallen from 
4 formerspeaker, He spoke further in sup- 
port of the resolution. 

_ Rev, Mr, Turnbull thought that the condi- 
tions expressed in the resolution shou'd not 
be confined to the city of Belleville. When 
membois of the society left the city, they 
should carry their principles with them. 

Ald. Diamond thouyht the resolution should 
also provide for the prevention of treating at 
the houses of the members of tho proposed 
Socicty, 

Mr. Ritchie pointed out that the sole object 
of tho meeting was to provide for the checking 
of the custom of treating in public places in 
tho city, 

Rev. Mr, McLean esid what was wanted 
wa« tho moderate drinkers and total sbstain- 
ergo one common platform, So far, the 
princi; le of total abstinence, to a great ox- 
tent, had failed, 
vhecking of intemperance was necessary, 

Al}, Henderson spoke in favor of ing 
out the clause preventer, the practice of 
treating withia the limits of the city, Ho 
thought the principles should exténd ‘to all 
places, 

Rev. Mr, MoLean said the object of the 
movement was to include the greatest poavible 
nambor, Such a coudition of membership as 
tho one just proposed would no doubt prevent 
many from joining the society, 

Tho resolution was then put to the mecting 
and carried unanimously, 

Thore present who were willing to pledgo 
thewnclyes not to treat or be ‘treated wore 
then invited to come forward and siga their 
names, and about forty complied with the re- 
quest, 

‘Tho meeting then broke vp. 

Woe believe itis the intontion of those who 
have #o far boon the leaders in the now move- 
ment to draft a rough Constitution and sub- 
mit i* to bnother public meeting, which will 
probably bo called for Monday ovoning, the 
2Ath inst.

Finance Committee, 

A regular meeting of the Finance Com- 
mittee was hold last evening. 

Present.—Ald. Dickson, (Ohsirman) 
Diamond, Mofninch, Smith, Opstello, 
Lingham, Petrie, Dunnot, and the Mayor, 

The report of the Committee on Poor 
and Sanitary was considered. 

Objection was taken to the account of 
Chas. Oook of $10, for furnishing a coffin 
for and burying Mary Campbell, it being 
considered too high a charge. 

Mr. Jas, Ross, in reply to Ald. Petrio, 
said the usual price for a pauper’s coffin 
wos $3.50. 

This account was laid over, and the re- 
mainder of the accounts passed. 

The accounts from the Water and Gas, 
Public Works, Printing, Fire, and Harbor 
Committees were recommended to the 
Council for payment. 

An account was submitted by Mr. Bent- 
ley, claiming o balance due him of $36. 

A discussion took place as to who autbor- 
ized ‘the work done, and the account was 
finally passed, 

A communication was read from John 
Finnegan, asking compensation for in- 
juries he received through falling into an 
open trap door in the sidewalk on Bridge 
Street, at Templeton’s drug store. It was 
referred to the Solicitor, 

A statement was read from the Police 
Commissioners, giving au account of the 
expenditure on account of the police force 
this year. 

The Ohsirman said the payments in 
connection with the police force were made 
by the Olerk, who had been given a cheque 
for alump sum every month, He thought 
this unbusiness like, 

‘The Mayor said the Clerk had been in- 
structed by the Commissioners, in avoord- 
ance with wresolution of the Oouncil, to 
give a detailed statement to the Council 
each month of the expenditure, 

The Chairman said that some employees 
of the corporation had been in the habit of 
giving orders on the Treasurer to store- 
keepers during the month and that they 
were paid by the Treasurer. He con- 
wid that their sularies should be paid 
at the end of the month, and no order 
should be paid in this way, 

Ald. Diamond said contingencies might 
arise in which servants of the Oorporation 
might need money before the close of the 
month, , 

Ald. Costello moved that the Treasurer 
be instructed to pay no orders drawn on 
him, and to deposit all moneys received in 
the bank, paying out moneya only by 
cheque. —Oarried. 

Mr, Balkwell, agent for the Telephone 
Company, was heard with reference toa 
telephone system of fire alarm. He be- 
lieved no other syatem was better or as 
cheap. Ithad been adopted by other 
Oanadian cities, and had given satisfaction. 
He explained the system at length, and 
said that a good system could be eer 
up in this city for about $250 a year. He 
said a great saving would be effected by 
there being no false alarms, besides the 
safety of » perfect system of alarm. 

After some discussion the matter was 
dropped, the chairman of the Fire Uom- 
mittee saying that that Committee would 
consider the matter, 

The Chairman said the corporation ac- 
count at the bank was beimg continually 
overdrawn, and thought something should 
be done towards getting the taxes paid 
more promptly, : 

Mr. Ross said that by the lst of January 
next he expected to have the rull in his 
hands tor 1880 closed, He had $5,600 to 
collect. 

Ald. Diamond complained of the errors 
made by the assessors, through assessing 
persong for the wrong property, whereby 
they had paid taxes on the wrong property 
and were afterwards called on to pay taxes 
on the property where they lived. He 
thought this Oommittee should look over 
tho assessment roll, The assessment should 
be made in the same year in which the 
taxes are paid. 

Mr. Ockerman said the taxes on the roll 
in his hands would be collected about the 
end of the year. ! 

After some further desultory discussion 
tho subject was dropped. 

The subject of the drain on Front Street 
wes brought up, 

Tho Street Suryeyor, in reply to. the 
chyirman, said the estimate for continuing 
th» main sewer tothe upper bridge -was 
$6,000. . 

‘he Obsirman said he considered it 
would be economical to continue the main 
sewer ond make a permanent work at once. 
He fayvred appropriating $7,000 of the 
money ppropriated to the sinking fund, for 
this purpose, 

‘The Mayor approved of this scheme. 

Ald. Lingham said the work could not 
be done protitably in the winter. i 

The chairman favored haying a portion 
of the work done this fall. The portion 
of the sewer now built had been construct. | 
ed out of the public fands,and the remain- | 
der of the work should be done in the! 
same way. 

Ald. Meininch moved that $6,000 ot 
the $11,000 appropriated to the sinking 
fund, be appropriated for continuing the 
main sewer on Front street from Hotel 
Street to the river, the work to be done 
undor the superintendence of the Board of 
Works,—Oarriod. | 

Tho Committee ad ourned.

WHAT TUE PATENT LAW OF 1572 REQUIRES 
OF PATENTEE, ko, 

Secrion 28.—Every Patent granted under 
this Act shall be subject and expressed to be 
subject to the condition that such Patent and 
all the rights and privileges thereby granted shall 


cease and determine, and the Patent shall be 
null and v id at the end of two years from tho 
date thereof, unleas the Patentee, or his assignee 
or assignees, shall, within that period, have 
commenced, and ehall, after such commence- 
ment, continuously carry on in Canada the con- 
struction or manufacture of the invention or dis- 
covery patented, in such manner that any per- 
son desiring to use it may obtain it, or cause it 

made for him at a reasonable price, at 
some manufactory or establishment for makin, 
orconstructing itin Canada; and that suo) 
Patent shall be yoid if, after the expiration of 
twelye months from the granting thereof, the 
Patenteo, or his nee or asignees, for the 
whole or part of his interest inthe Patent, im- 
ports, or causes to be imported into Canada, the 
Tavertion for which the Patent is granted ; and 
provided always, that in case disputes should 
arise as to whether a Patent has or has not be- 
come null and void under the provisions of this 
section, such disputes shall be scttled by the 
Minister of eencutare or his Deputy, whose 
decision shall be final. 

The Defendants in this caso denied the joris- 
diction of the Hon, Minister, but in an ablé 
argument the Minister fully established his

. TENDING TIME,” 

There canbe no hardship in any case to 
interpret the above Section literally, as the. 
law has fully provided a measure for the relief 
of Inventors, who bave not been able to com- 
ply with the above regulations by the follow. 
ing Section 2: 

“*2, Whenever a Patentee has been unable to

Lady Macdonald's Testimony on 
the Necessity of Wine Drinking 
in Society Life.

ing high office in our country (then and now) 
said that practically total abstinence wi 
possible for apy ono in society, L 
lnughiogly, “What a dreadful statement; 1 
quite diffor from you.” He took me up 
warmly, and soveral joined in, all without ox- 
ception ageocing with him in saying that the 
requirements of modero ty wore euch that 
no ono could bo so singw 8 to hocome teo- 
total without boing moro or leas ridiculous, 
and that tho fatigues, oxcitoment and wear and 
tear of political society lifo especially mado 
tho uso of wine, in gront moderation of courae, 
absolutely a necossity, I ontered tho lists, 
scsreoly knowing why, aod declared I did not 
believe this theory, At layt the quostion waa 
roasod more clowely, My friond whe bad 
bore it, waid he did’ pot bojieve even ‘you, 
yourselt, Lady Magdonald, could or would 
giyo. up,your glass of shocry at dinnor.” T 
asked, ‘Why not!

The American—an influential journal 


published in Whiladelphia—in its Inteat 
issu discusses briefly the results of the 


adoption of a protective policy by Canada, 
It makes somo hard hits at the Grits, ex- 


pressing itself as follows : 
“ The adoption ot a protective tariff by tho 
Dominion of Canada in aa has mado vs 
iye issue ia her party jos Ver since, 
Lives who Rain Grpoaition, made the most 
unreasonable demands in r to the new 
icy. They asked to sec immediate results 
rom measures whose Cast pun be visible 
only by slow degrees ; and they vharged u 
Se reectioaies the responsibility of tho 
times which had in under their own Freo 
Trade policy, and had lasted for yoara before 
the new tariff wont into effect, This style of 
argument may havo been very effective with 
igaorant people, but oven this now begins to 
Joao its force. Canta epjoying paerival 
of that rity which was never to return 
to hor olen a returned to Freo Trade, 
Her people no longer flock oat of the Domin- 
ion to fiod employment under" tho crushing 
protective system of America,” She seos 
new manufactures opening. The demand 
for labor was never so groat, Tho prices of 
merchandise have been onhanced by her 
to buy of her own producers rather 
The forel ors. And, last of all, instead of 
the usual doticit in the revenues of the Do- 
minion Government, there isa surplus of 
more than four millions. Tho Liberal papors 
are having a much harder time than they had 
two years ago, in their defence of the free 
Trade policy, At that time every working- 
Puan out of employmont furnished them wi! 
a sufficient text to show that tho National 
Policy wasa failure, and that the plodges 
res to the laboring classes by the Tories in 
0 general election had not been kept, 
thoy have to argue against the al co of 
work and an oyerflowing treasury. Some of 
them undertake to show that the surplus is a 
very bad thing, and even grow mourafal over 
that in tho Amorican Treasury. Others ar- 
gue that Sir Leonard Tilley must bo sot down 
asa bad Financier since he did nos foresee 
this large amount of surplus, Th.y them. 
selves forotold » deficit, Others urge that Pro. 
tection must be a failure, since incroased re- 
venue implies Jarger purchases of foreign 
goods. Yot the same papers proved last year 
and the year b-fore that the National Policy 
was a failure, since the revenue had not in-

apon any fixed princles.”

The Chairman mado a fow introductory re- 
marky,statiog thit it had been deemed advis- 
able to alter the timo for holdiog the annual 
meeting from February to March, ay it had 
seomed bet to hold the mecting bofore the

brief idos of the cxtont of the work performed 
by the Society, which had far outgrown tho 
ideas of its origipal promoters. He concluded 
by asking Mr, Clate,the Sooretary, to read the 
report.

Mr, Botterell,. The attendance was not as large 
an desirable, but the address was inetiuctive 
and well caloulated to leave lasting impres- 
sions upon the children for good.

Rev. Mr. McLean then moved,

The Rey. gentleman supported tho motion 
in an able speech, holding that man could not 
be made better by human means, but oply by 
the word of God, which Bives tho remedy for 
the evil that oxists, The word of God is the 
only hope of the world. We ougdt to send it 
to others who need it,out of gratitude for the 
blessings which wo had received from it, We 
could not all be missionarios or colporteurs, 
but by giviog of our means as God has pros 
pored us, we can give wings to tho scriptures 
and spread their blessings abroad, 

Mr, S, H. Blake seconded the motion. 
All bad known tho evils of sin, and had folt 
the blessings of the word and wished t) ox. 
tend them to others. How marvellous was 
the object in which they wore engaged, oll 
else was ns nothing to it. Let them all enter 
into it, and spread abroad the name of Belle 
ville as a religious, a holy, as wellas a beauti- 
ful city. Tho light and liberty of the gospel 
bad enlightened mon’s minds, so that slavery 
had been abolished. He urged the oxtension 
of tho circulation of the Bible at hpme, so that 
every member of very congregation might be, 
cones living epistle known and read of all 
men, He did not know what this world would 
come to,unloas thero was a groater circulation 
of tho Bible, A highor inspiration waa neod- 
ed, It wascontained in the Bible, The Bible 

wasold, bus wasthere anything elso that would 
supply their waots ? Had it lost its powor ? 
In Paris 328,000 people had assembled to 
listen to the addresses of Mr, McColl, an 
evangelist, and the teachings of the Bible had 
changed the character of the Bolleville suburb 
of that city. No, the Bible had not loat its 
power. It was still the incorruptible seed, It 
was tho only tiue oplifter of tho world, Was 
it not wonderful in its cleansing powor ? W ne 
it not feoding and satisfying in itspowor? It 
was neoossary that thero should be something 
in it which we could not understand, other- 
wiso wo would not belive that it oame from 
tho Infinite. If wo could undoratand it all, 
we would then bo moasuring our own intellects 
against that of ite divine author, We must 
walk anc trast io faith, and when this body 
Won removed wo would see Him face to faco 
and He would reveal himself to as, Wo 
would not be robbed of our religion until 
something bettor was given usin return, In-

throo years ago ominous signs of dan er wero 
observed, and the cantonal forcat master Herr 
Sooli warned the proprietors of the «parries 


that they wore carrying on thelr oxcayations 
beyond the hounds of mafety. The. work 
Wout on without interruption until 1dst Thurs 
day, when the premonitions of the disaster 
became ro alarming that all tho men wore 
withdrawn from the quarries, yet 00 ono 
seems to have thought tho village was in dan- 
| bor uotil Sunday alto"uoon, when, as the peo- 
ple were coming from church, a quantity of 
stones rol ing from tho lachirgel crashed sov- 
ral houses iu Uaterthal uesreit the foot of 
tho Alps. ‘Ten minutes later camo the great 
catastropho ; a thunderous noise rent the air, 
a black dust-cloud overspread tho valley, aud 
all was still. Ta those two or three scconds 
Untorthal had disappoared, and with it were 
bariod nearly every ove of the uofortucates, 
who a fow minutes preivously wero worship- 
ing in the village church. _Soarcely any, . in 
fact, who on the first alarm crossed ‘the 
Sernft, cither out of curiosity or fear to lond 
a helping hand to thoss whose houses had 
been struck, ercaped, and they include nearly 
all the manhood of the village. Tho propristor 


ofthe Elm Hotel was thrown by the concussion 
of air from the iron bridge over the Sornft in- 

to the strosm and drowned. His brother, who 
had reached the Unterthal side, was crushed 

beneath a fragment of rock. Tn ono hoave 
thorowas a christening party ot fiTtoon persous, 

mostly kinsfolk, all of whom, save the child’s 
fathor, were killed; at one stroke he was 
bereft of family, relatives and estate, His 
house is gone, and his fields are buried undor 
the wreok of the mountain. From the first, 
rescuo, though energotically attempted, was 
soon to be hopeless ; rocks and earth aro piled 
over Untorthal to a height of fifty feet, and 

the area covered by the debris is computod at 

from ix to eight square miles. The state- 
ment that two or threo of the victims had been 
teken from the ruins alive has not been con- 
firmed, and therdead are mutilated beyond 
possibility of recognition, It adds another 
pang to the grief of the bereaved to know 

that oven if their doad should be found they 

will be uoable to claim them. A correspon- 
donut of the News Zuricher Zeitung, who visit- 
od Elm on Tuesday, describes the scene aa 
weird, wild and melancholy beyond the power 
of words to express, Above the rolling clouds 
which hubg about the skirts of the moantains 
roso tho white summit of the Plattenbery. 

Evory fow mioutes a great fragment of rock 

thandered’ down the sido of the Techiogler 
Alp. Where Untorthal had beea was a mass 
of vtonos aud earth as high as the church 
steople. A great part of tho village on tho 
other sido of tho stroam was under water, and 
the Sernf, forced from its bed, was vainly 
dashing itvelf against the obstructions that 
ba-red its way. Through a driving rain men)| 
were carrsing sbapeless bodies and laying 
them in the church, one of the fow buildings 
which have escaped destruction, A weeping 
woman was searching among tho ruins for 
some vestige of hor lost little ones, and an old 
mao, whose wife, children and grand-children 
had all porishod together, was wandering 
about eedlsae of ovorything, praying that toe 
rocks might crush him also. But except these 
two, tho villsgers, fearing anothor cartbslip, 

had fled.”

Monraeav, Oct. 19,.—The Mail correspond- 
ent had an interview with Mr. Daucan Mc: 
Intyre, Vice-president of the Canada Pacilic 
Railwoy, this afternoon on the subject of 
gevio tariff from Winnipeg to eastern citi 
Jn avswer to your correspondont's questions, 
the yee: propia said the Canada Pacific 
Company had very little to do with fixing the 
ratos as published in the Toronto papers. The 
interest of the Canada Pacifio at present only 
extended from Winnipeg to Emerson, about 
60 miles of the whole routo, and tho romain: 
dor was exclusively in the hands of Amorican 
companies and the Grand Trunk. The rato 
of the Cavada Pacific Company had not besn 
advanced in the least, and wo far as the other 
companies were concerned the Canada Pacitio 
had no control ovor them, and must just take 
whatover tariff thoy thought proper to fix, 
Suppose, ho said, tho Canada Paoific gots a 
cont or acent anda half for carrying grain 
from Winnipeg to Emerson, what would bo 
tho dffference if the whole of that amount 
were thrown off? Why, the Amorican and 
Grand Trunk railways would still be chorging 
70 cents for through freight to Toronto, iu 
place of 714 cents, 

At this point the secretary of the company, 
who was present, remarked that when tho 
Canada Pacific took off 50 cents on the farcs 
of immigrants from St. Vincent to Emerson 
#0 a3 to cheapon the rate, tho American com. 
panies pocketed the amount and went on 
charging the old rater, 

Mr. Mclatyro continued :—The public will 
woo at once from What I have stated that the 
Canada Pacitio Company is not responsible for 
these through rages, and what is moro, thoy 
show unmistakably ant more forcibly than 
over before the absolute necessity of a through 
line to tho east on Osnadian goi), Besides, it 
aleo proves the absardity and folly of the 
tohome propounded by thé Opposition in tho 
House of Commons of makiog tho through 
lino by the Savlt Ste, Mario in place of by 
north of Lake Superior, By tho formor Cana- 
diane would still bo in the powor of tho 
Amoriosn railways with thoir high tariffs. 
You may state, ho sid, that the directors of 
tho Canada Pacific have received poports from 
Mr, McClollaud, the onginoor on tho Lake

is not strange, for its economy might obscure 
the disadvantages apparent to upprofcssions| 
eyes ; but that the Minister of Justice and the 
Premior, thomeclyes, lawyers, should be so 
forgetful or no indifferent to tho public inter 
eats, doos oxcitefaSfecling of disappointment 
and regret. Not that wo object to the olova- 
tion of the late Junior Judgo to the Seniority 

such a couree was both wise and just, for no 


more Opright, painstaking and affable Judgo 
ever ocoupied tho Bench of this or any other 
County. We do object, however, to the inis- 
takon economy which, in the faco of a largo 
annual eurplus, will impose on the Bench and 
inconvenience suitors by requiring one Judge 
to disobargo all the judicial dutios of this 
County. It ia well koown that this is not 
only ono of tho Jargest but also ono of the 
most jitigious Counties in tho Province, ‘Tho 
County Court duties, inolading the Chamber 
applications in that Court, in the Surrogate 
Court, and in Insolvency, to say nothivg of 
thoso in tho High Court of Justice oftér the 
first of January noxt, aro quite sufficient to 
ongross the time and attention of any, Judgo ; 
and in the performance of those duties if seri- 
ous hardship and injustice are to bo avoided, 
it is imporatively necessary that a Judge 
should always be in the city, where he can bo 
found for sammary applications, 

A glance at tho list of Division Courts for 
the County will convince the most sanguine 
that it is physically impossible for any man, 
unless blessed with tho power of ubiquity, to 
satisfy that requirement and at tho same timo 
faithfally discharge his dutios in the icferior 
Court, ’ 

Thoro aro twolve Division Courts and an- 
other about to be opened, extending from 
‘Trenton to Desoronto and from Belleville back 
to L’Amable, in each of which asittivg is held 
five times a year, with tho exception of Belle- 
ville, which haa nino sittingy, Trenton six, 
Canifton four,and L’/Amablo two, ropresenting 
in all sixty-ono sittings a yoar. Allowing 
only one day a.year apidce, which is notor- 


iously insuflicient, wo,have,two months a year 
that the County Court is practically without 
‘a judge. 

as, however, tho Belleville courts inyari- 
ably last two days and gonerally throo, a# a 
great deal of time is ocoupied in travelling on 
circuit, and as the trip to L’Amablo alone re- 
quires a week oach time, it will be seen that 
for fully three months a year, that is subtract- 
ing logal vacations in whioh little or nu law is 
dono, about a third of the time, County Court 
business and much High Court busin«es must 
await a more conveniont season. 

The above computation, too, ssys nothing 
of the appeals from the Courts of Revision, 
from too voters’ list, from the fence viewers’ 
awards, the recount of the votes on au eleg- 
tion, and the various other duties which 
necessitate an absence from the olty and may 
therefore properly be added to the above 
already startling result, . 

Tam not writing from a selfish professional 
standpoint, for pecuniarily it mattors little to 
tho bar whether there are half a dozen Judges 
or only one, To the suitor, however, it may 
make a vory material difference, wh:ch two or 
threo examples may make plain. 

A may learn that B, his debtor, who has 
moro means then honesty, is about to abscond 
and intends within twenty-four, perhaps 
twelve hours, to trausfor himself and his cap- 
ital to the south sido of the Lake. Itisa 
simplo matter if the Judge can bo fvund to 
arrest the debtor{and secure the debt, but if 
the Judge cannot be found the debtor and all 
hopes of securing the debt aro gono together. 

Agaia : Suppore A deceased intostate, loav- 
ing & note for a largo amount against B ; grant 
that B is gettiog into financial difficulties aud 
only the first executions, it is becoming plain, 
will be paid, while A’s widow is waiting for 
a Judge who may beat L’Amable to grant 
her administration, half adozen creditors 
bring suit’and all chance of recovering her 
debt aro lost, Instances similar might bo 
multiplied ad nauseam, and many might bo 
noted that woold-not occur to an unprofew 
sional mind, but the above are sufficient to 
illustrato the difficalty of which we complatn, 

I have written with the object ot attracting 
attention to the anomaly of the County of 
Ontario, for oxamplo, haying two Judges and 
tho County of Hastings one, and with tho 
hope of inducing you through your oditorial 
columns to point out to tho Government tho 
injustice they are doing this largo and influen- 
tial county,

The Largest Vessel on the Lakes, 


A DESCRIPTION OF TAX IRON STEAMER NOW 
BEING CONSTRUCTED AT OLEVELAND, 


(Cleveland Leader, Sept, 15.) 

Quito a novelty in the way of marino oraft 
is in process of construction in thin city, and 
the vessel when launched will be the largest 
on the Inkor, her capacity being 3,200 tone, 
or something more than 100,000 bushels of 
grain. Sho is 302 fect 6 inches in length, 
broadth cf boam 39 fect, and depth of hold 25, 
The material used in the construction is of 
iron, No wood whatever will be utilized ex- 
copt for deckivg and finishing. The work 
is under tho euperintendency of Mr. J. H. 
Smith, » gentleman of large experience in 
the business, he haying built tho iron craft 
used in transporting railroad trains at Port 
Huron, and the boat at Buffalo, besides 
others, The iron used for plating is boiler 
plate of fivo-eighths and six-eighths thickness, 
There aro at present about one. hundred and 
twenty-five menemployed, getting the iron 
in proprr form and riveting tho plates to the 
frames, It was oxpected when the work was 
begun that the boat would be launched in 
October, but owing t» the diffivulty in procur- 
ingiron, the work will not be completed until 
about January first. Tho machioory is now 
boing manufactured ; the engine is similar to 
that of the Chisholm, and is ofa 2,000 horse 
power, When launched, the boat, which is 
owned by a stick company, will probably be 
put in the iron ore trade although it is pro- 
sibloshe will carry crain. The bottom ond 
bow are already plated, there beiog somo- 
thing more than a third of the work done. 

Looking along the bottom of the boat not 
an inequality in the surface can be seen ; the 
) plating is as smooth as a billard table. On 
the sides, the edges of the plating lap, but on 
the bow it js laid flush, so therois no obstrac- 
ticn, Tho boat carries hor breath at a point 
forty-six foet from the bow, and the curvature 
to the steam pipo is as gracotul and symmetri- 
cal as if carved from a block of wood, instead 
of being of a thousand riveted plates, The 
rivet holes on the bottom and bow are all 
counter-sunk, and the hoads riveted in firmly, 
leaving the work perfectly smooth, Tho 
frames curve inward slightly, dostroying 


thoreby that straight up and down wall sided 
- | appearance, which detracts so mach from the 
looks of large vessel, The iron boat is built 
with two bottoms, the inside or water bot. 
tom being about oight feet higher than the 
true bottom, Tho plating is perfectly water 
and air tight and divided into six compart- 
ments, eo that if tho ship's bottom be stove, 
but little hindrance in eailiug will be expor- 
ionced therefrom, Forward tho water bottsm 
rises gradually, until at the bow tlere ate 
nearly ten fect botweon the two plates. The 
framos are about two feet apart and tho rivets 
which secure the iron shoots to the framer, 
four ioch«s, Lateral braces are pat in wher- 
over the need or opportunity arises, so thero

The Whalebone Trade. 


Tho whale in tho largest tith toat swims in 
tho so», and it is probably the most useful. 
It is, of cours, captured for its oil, but thore 
jem part of its body which commerce bas 
made au oxtensive use of to the enrichment of 
many men, In the upper jaw of the whalo 
aro thio, parallel laminw, varying io size from 
threo to twelve feet in length. Those are 
called whalebone, and all abovo six f et in 
levgth is called size bone, a quality which 
comminds the highost price. Whalebono 
once brought a very high price, oapocially 
when hooy skirts were more in fashion than 
thoy aro to-dey, The Dutch formerly roceiv- 
od 83.500 for a ton of whalebone, but since 
1763 it has never brought anything like that 
price, In 1818 in brought $450 a ton, in 1834 
from $630 to $545, aud in 1844 it varied from 
$1,080 for south rn to $1,550 for northern 
bons. As the whale bocomes scsroo, of course 
whalebone will riso in the warket, and at pre- 
sent the Datch and the Scotch whalera are 
doing ® vory poor business, The Americans 
alvo complain, and now th-t this is the oase, 
tho inventive genius of man is trying hard to 
find the best whalebone, This is obtained 
from the Grocaland whale, From the mouth 
of ono of there monstors from 2,000 to 3,000 
pounds aro often taken, The manufacture of 
whalebono into articles of use and ornament is 
not #o oxtonsive as one might imagine, It is 
principally confined to N. Y. and Boston, four 
manufacturers being in tho former and 3 in the

latter. Whon ths raw whalebono is first re- 
ceived at the factory the hair is cat off the 
slabs. Thoy aro then soaked in water until 
they are noft, aftor which thoy aro acrapod of 
all the gum that adheres to thom, They are 
next putin asteam-box, where a workman 
atraightons them with a kuite ; they are fin- 
ally polished, and are then ready to be made 
uso of for any purpose that tho diosscr may 
soe fit, Whaleboao is principally used nowa- 
days in the manufacture of whips and corsets, 
Umbrolla frames used to bo altogother of 
whalebone, but since its scarcity and high 
price, stool is mostly used for this purporo, 
Whalobone hata and whalebone ribbon have 
just come into vogue. The former look yery 
autifal and are very comfortable on the 
hoad, Whales, like seals, do not get tims to 
grow, for they aro slaughterod morcilesaly, 
young and old, in the pursuit of wealth. The 
old enes are ofton killed before the young aro 
ablo ke care of themselves, and the reault 
of this cruelty is a low of th ls aud 
thousands of whales and soals in a year, 
Mankind will have to be more thoughtfal in 
the work of slaughter if it wishes te bo botter 
compensated by theso animals, and tho whale 
must be let alone for a few years if the ladies 
aro to have fine corsets and the gentlemen fine 
walking sticka and riding whips.—Brooklyn

AC ORRECT VERSION OF 1118 EJ GCTMENT AFFAIR, 


Moxrreat, Oct 23.—Your ocrrespondont 
is able to give from ono who was present, the 
correot verslou of the affair at Oka, which 
seems to haye boen magnified ito a collision 
boiwoon the Indians avd tho French Canadi- 
It appears that » Cree family resided in 
one of the dwo)lings at Oka and were Protes- 


tants. One ol the family, » woman who in- 


tended going to Muskoka, sold the house to 
the Sominary for $140, the Government 


through its agont, Mr. MoGirr, ratifying the 
transaction, The woman Jeft in tho morning, 
bat the rest of the Creo family remainod. 
‘Two policomen went to the house and found 
tbe Cree family there in posssasion, tho 


latter claiming that the woman had no rizht 


to sell the house without their consent, as 
it had been owaed and bnilt by ‘the common 
father of the family, while the Cree woman 


and hor husband wore but joint heirs with the 


reut. The policomen gave them two houra to 
leave, but the family barricaded the doors, 
and when tho policemen came, resisted. Tho 
latter, aided by some others, burst opin the 
door, andin the melee one policeman was 
struck on the back of the hoad and knocked 
down, Tho French Canadians jumped in to 
help the policemen, and in the melee some of 
the Indian women were badly hurt. . They 
were ejected, howover, the Seminary taking 
tho grount that if they do not liko their troat- 
ment they can sue inthe Courts for the re- 
covery of their property. Enquiries among 
the Indians cljcited the fact that many are 
Waiting a report from the Okas who havo gone 
to the Georgian Bay, and will go thither 
shortly,

Solomon's temple which forms the motive far ing 
The claims which havo 


the Masonic ritual 
been advanced fort, that it was in some way 
way connectod, through tho Crusades, with the 
Knights Templar and other secret orde: 
are also without foundation, the known his- 
tory of the craft being totally op to any 
euch idea, The Knigkts Tem: were un, 
doubtedly conneotod with tho Assassins, and 
thro’ them with some of the alder secret 
orders of tho east, but their story, though most 
interesting, and ope which desorves careful 
rowritiog, has no more to do with the consti- 
tution of Frocinasonry than it has with that 
of the “Good Templare” of temporance noto: 
riety. 

Tho secrot of Freomasonary is a secret de 
Polichinelle, and ja to bo read in 50 different 
treatises, any one of wh'ch will cnable a 
reador to make his way into a lodge quite as 
well as though ho had submitted to the in- 
sane ceremonies of probation and institution. 
If thts is not tho case, the society should 
authoritatively deny its trath, or it will con- 
tinue to be undor the imputation of having 
for a great number of years made a great 
fuss about nothing at all. But in tho matter 
of the antiquity of the order no disclaimers 
which they could mske would bo of any avail. 
The story of Hiram Abiff, and of the mysteri. 
ous pillars Jackin and Boaz which stood at 
the temple entrance, as told by Masonio 
ritual, bear the unmistakable ‘‘ Brumm: \e 
brand, and will not fora moment bear the 
test of criticism, either from an archw logical 
or Oriental point of view, Tho real origin of 
the order as we have it now appears to dato 
from about the beginning of the cighteenth 
century, while an extinct organizstion which 
furnished the motive for Freemasonary, 
though having no immodiate connection with 
it, is some three or four conturies older, It 
has beon indisputably proved that the institu- 
tion of Froomavons took its rise in the guild 
of operative Masons which, under the namo of 
tho ‘' Fraternity of Masons,” was found by 
the architect and workmen employed trom the 
thirteenth to the fourteenth century in the 
building of Strasburg cathedral, Tho flowor 
and pick of the profession were engaged upon 
this mastorly edifice, and they were naturally 
desirous of perpetuating tho secrect of euch 
good work, just as tho Comodio Francaise pro- 
worve thetraditions of tho art of perfect acting. 
Their oxamplo was followed by other groups 
of Martone Rbronghons Germany, these 
different lodges were, some twonth years after 
the completion of the tower of Strasburg, 
merged into ono association, Their act of 
uniformity was drawo up in 1459, and ratified 
by the Emperor Maxmilian thirty yoars lator 
by an imporial diploma. Thoy adopted tho 
instruments of the oraft—tho BGG lovel, 
and compass—as their emblems, and had a 
sooret password, ‘* Liberty,” which in itself 
gives a clow to the ulterior aims of the so- 
cloty. Tho Fratornity of Masons lasted une 
til 1707, whon it was authoritively abolishod 
by the Imporial Diot, 

Those are tho simple facta about the origin 
of the society, or rathor of tho wociety wlioso 
constitution rorved asa model for the moro 
recent and spurious association which has 
taken ite name, It is not noodrsary to enter 
jogo tho question of tho so called highor de- 
groos in Masonry, such as the Knights Tomp- 
Jar, Roslorucians, and tho like, hoir rita 
als oro oven moro impudent protonses than 
those of the oraft itecl?, and exhibit a mix- 
turo of arraut nonronce, child's play, and 
profanity, whioh ia rathor shocking than 
ridigulous, 

Aa a matter of fact, Froomasonary is an ex: 
collent friendly sooicty, oatabliahed for cbari- 
table and convivial purposes, and possessing 
4 widely extended and oxcellont organisation. 
whilo ita so-onlled ritual, if spurious, is a 
any rato irroproacbablo on tho score of mo:

ad places in the vicinity of the President 
and the officials of state. Yot, as tho in- 
formal procession from Lafayette Hall 
tramped on through the sand toward the 
auditorium, its head unmarshalled, its track 
unguarded even by a single policeman, 
thore was not the faintest resemblance of 
an “ugly mob.” For ladies there was the 
first thought ; the next was for the guests, 
They accommodated them every man in a 
quiet, business-like fashion, and he did 
the best he couldfor himself as regards 
finding a location, 1t was the most 
democratic of assemblages, and the best 
conducted, imperceptibly, with no buatle,no 
thrusting, no snapping of advantages. The 
great area became filled by a dense mass 
of humanity. Ot ceremonial, in the Old 
World sense, there was nothing at all. 
The President stepped into his place, help- 
ed on to tho platform by a quaint old Vir- 
ginian farmer, who happened to be leaning 
against ono of its supports. A little lady, 
who had quietly wriggled to the front, af- 
fably leaned on the back of the chair occu- 
Fe by Colonel Von Steuben, and clapped 

er hands at Mr. Nafircp's good things 
in immodiate proximity to the ga!/ant Ger- 
man’s ear, A corporal of foot rubbed 
shoulders with the general of the army; a 
contented citizen in a blue suit ap; 
nowise discomposed to find himself incor- 
porated badily into the brilliant staff of the 
governor of Maine. Perhaps the decoram 
of tho throng was equr'led by its evident 
intelligence. To the yery end of Mr. Win- 
throp’s prolonged oration, r'l around the 
fringes of the audience were to be observed 
people with their hands at their ears, joal- 
ous lest a word should escape them. No 
point made by the speaker was missed, or 
failed to obtain its fullest moed of appro- 
bation. During Mr. Winthrop’s fervent 
and eloquent peroration, the intenseness of 
attention on tho orator’s words wes so 
close that you might have heard a pin drop, 
The peoplo had come to listen, and they 
listened with rll their force, Swiftly and 
inexorably falls tho thunderbolt of out- 
raged public opinion on the one man in all 
the throng who thought fit to misconduct 
himself. He stood on a chair in the back 
ground, and ho interjected interruptions of 
character at first irrolovant and presently 
insolent, He was tolorated tho tirst time 
and the second time. Tho third time he 
got a stern warning, which he disregarded, 
with the consequence that two strong mer 
caught him up and simply throw him away 
outside the bounds. 

To speak of England on such a day was 
a matter of no little dolicacy. It was not 
that there was any dangor that she should 
bo hardly spoken of. That, nover very 
likely from American lips, was leas likely 
than over just now. But there was some 
fear lest in such a connection expressions 
ot good will with England might havea 
certain tone of gaucherie, The man with 
the momory of defeats finds it not easy to 
smile under the patronizing compliments of 
the man self-complacent in the memory of 
success. But to day afforded a fresh proof 
that a warm heart is the truest guide to 
good taste, It was impossible that there 
should bo any arricre-pensee for the Eng- 
lishman who listened to the hearty and 
unaffected expressions of loying good will 
for ‘Old Mother England,” as Mr. Win- 
throp phrased it, that camo warm from the 
lips of every speaker, to be caught up and 
responded to by the audionco with a forvor 
that was clearly genuine os it was stentor. 
ian. President Arthur gaye the keynote 
at tho very commencement of tho singular- 
ly graceful and tasteful observations in 
which he inaugurated the proceedings. The 
Fronch representatives spoke of England 
with no less gonial consideration, and the 
Prosident’s order, commanding that the 
British flag should be saluted at the close 
of the ceremonial was no less kiadly in its 
spirit than it was tender and boautiful in 
its wording.

Yate sale, No public quotations have yet 
reached that figure. Evonat that, however, 
it amounts to less than 300, for the goods laid 
dowa on the othor sido, Trath, is, this a 
speculative year, People are inclined to 
speculate in almost every kind of produce, 
and tho hop business feols the samo influence, 
As evidence of this, we seo one neighbor bay- 
ing another's hops to hold for a rise, Men 
who are not buyers, and who have never 
bought hops before bought hops before, are 
this year infected with the mania to speculate 
These aro the partics who are willing to pay 
extreme prices, jor than the regular dealers.

His Lordship thon addressed the congrega- 
tion. Ho said be felt happy in coming hore 
to dedicate the building to God's sorvice. 
For the kind words of welcome contained in 
the address ho returned warm thanks from 
the bottom of his heart, Before he came to 
Madoc he had heard of the sincere faith and 
traly Catholic spirit of the Madoc people. 
This church was a proof of that faith and 
spirit. Ho expressed his hearty admiration 
of the oditice, and hii wonder at secing such 
a beautifal church in a district so remote. 
He bat not seon avy church of the same tizo 
in so swall » place ay Madoc which was equal 
to it in beauty, and no church pleased him 
more. It was delightful to look upon it, 
“This church,’ said he, ‘is a monnment to 
future yeara of the generous spirit’ of those 
who havo oreoted it,and it confirma the words 
which were just addreasod to me and which 
80 gladdened my hoart.” Ho was gratified at 
the expression of confidence in himself, which 
was contained in the address, and to learn 
that tho poople welcomed bim so warmly as 
their Bishop and were willing to sabmit to 
his authority received at tho chair of St, Peter 
from His Holiness, Pope Leo XIII. He was 
also exceedingly gratified by the expressions 
of confidence in, and affection for, the pastor 
of the church. Nothing pleased him, nothing 
pleased God more than to see pooplo and 
pastor living and working in harmony with 
each other, It created harmony not only in 
the church, but in society, and resulted in 
the genoral welfare of the community, His 
authority and thoir submission, his instruction 
and their confidence in his instruction and 
willingness to receive it, his administration 
of tho blessed sacraments and their faith in 
their officacy, wore necessary to the peace and 
well-being andjspiritual wwlfare of good Catho- 
licy, Another thing which pleased him greatly 
was the thought that the Catholics of Madoo 
and their Protestant friends lived together 
inharmony. It was very important that thia 
should bo the caso —hardly loss impor- 
fant than that Catholios should live in 
harmony with ono another, God, who cro.

rations, Ho hoped that in future no one 
would enter thie churoh without receiving 
Spiritual bonofit and leaving it botter men and 
women than whoa they entered it—that those 
Who camo weary in spirit would goaway re- 
freshed and invigorated ; that those who 
came weak would go away strong ; that those 
who came suffering the pangs of a guilty con- 
science would go away hosled ; that those 
Who camo in faith would havo their faith 
strongthoned ; and that all who receivod 
grace there would take it home to their 
children, ‘And when you bring your child- 
ron with you, addod his Lordship, “‘O may 
they receive and take away with. them, and 
cherish, that fervent faith, that dooility of 
spirit, that purity of hoart, that fino moral 
senso, which are so necessary in order to 
preserve thom from the innumerable evils and 
dangers which beset the paths of youth at 
every step!” His Lordsip thon invoked 
God's blossing on the congregation for the 
faith they had shown in erecting this temple 
to God, ‘*May God reward you,” he said, 
“for the sacrifice you have made in building 
this church, And you will most assuredly 
be rewarded. No work done for the glory 
of God and tho blessed Redeemer was ever or 
will over bo done in vain. Eyen a cup of 
cold water, given in the name of the Lord, 
wo aro told, will not lose its reward. What 
a great comfort and consolation this is 10 the 
poor Christians whoso faith is great but 
whose means are small! If this trifling boon 
is not overlooked by the Almighty ¥athor, 
what will your reward be for erecting to God's 
glory this house, where you can come to visit 
and worship him—a temple for God to dwell 
in! The widow's mite was more acceptable 
to God than the rich gifts of the wealthy and 
the great because it was given with a willing, 
bamblo and faithful spirit, This isa comfort 
to the poor for all ager, It ehows that it 
is the spiritin which tho gift is offered, 
not the gift itself, which God regards. 
Therefore be glad, for the spirit and mo- 
tive which impelled you to erect this tem- 
ple to God could not havo beon ovher than 
pure and lofty and such as would be accept- 
abls to God.” His Lordship related the his- 
tory of Elijah and the widow of Sarepta asa 
proof that God ngver allows any one who 
makes sacrifices for his sake to go in want on 
account of that sacrifice, As the widow’s pot 
of meal and cruse of oil were not allowed to 
diminish, 20 God would not allow the tempor- 
al welfare of those who had erected the church 
to suffer from the sacritice they had made to 
erectit, They wouldgurely obtain their reward, 
either a temporal or,what was bettor, a spirit 
ual one, The reward of a good act was always 
receiyed in the next world, but it was usually 
rewarded in this world also. No one over ro- 
grotted doing a good act. Under the old dis- 
pensation « certain man, Obedadom, was 
blessed of God because he gave shelter in his 
hoase to the Ark of God, in which the glory 
of his presence we at certain times manifest- 
ed in acloud, How much more would those 
be blessed who built house for himself to 
dwell in, in the realityjof his divine and human 
life. On one occasion Jesus saved the servant 
of s Roman Centurion, at the request of the 
Jews, merely because he had contributed 
funds to build them a synagogue. If 
our Saviour would perform a miracle at the 
request of men who did not believe in him or 
his mission, for the benefit of » psgan, and 
‘because that pagan had contributed funds to 
help to perpetuate that religion which he had 
come on earth to ‘abolish, how much more 
would the blessed Redeemer lend an ear to 
the prayers of his priests and people, and ac- 
cept their sacrifices for his honor, when they 
had ovectola house in his honor and for his 
glory! His Lordship concluded by sgain 
thanking the congregation for their personal 
expression of affection and reverence for him- 
self, and by once more congratulating them 
on the beeuty, convenience, and spacious- 
neas of the church which he had just dedicat- 
ed. 
His Lordship then gave the people his bene- 
diction, and took hia departure.

Results of the Rey. Mr. Scott's In- 
vestigations. 


(From the Globe's Correspondent.) 


Orrawa, Oct, 26 —On loarning of tho re- 
tarn to Ottawa of the Rev. Wm. Scott, who 
had b en on an official visit to Oka in con- 
nection with the recent trouble there, your 
correspondoxt called upon him this moroing 
to learn tho parti ulars. In thocourse of a 
free conyeraation tho following facts wore 
clicited :—Immodiately on trouble arising out 
of the forcible ejection of the Indian women 
bofore referred to, the chiefs telegraphed to 
the Indian Department, end Mr, Vankough- 
net, tho Suporiotendent of Indian Affairs, at 
once brought the matter to the notice of Sir 
John Macdonald. On consultation it was de- 
cided to send tho Rey. Mr, Scott to tho scene 
of tho trouble, as well to make enquirics and 
report, as to essuro tho Indians of tho contin- 
ned intentions of the Government to deal 


justly with them. Tho choice was a judicious 
ono, In addition to hia porsonal qualifications 
Mr. Scott is Superintendent of the French 
and Indian Missions of the Methodist Church, 
and having repeatedly visited and preached at 
Oka, had the advantaga of some personal ac- 
quaintanco with the people, Oa being com- 
municated with, he decided to accept the 
trust, and at once set out on Saturday for 
Oka, whero, on his arrival, tho malo mombors 
of the community, having boon appi.sed of his 
coming, were assombled. They wore in a 
high stato of excitement, aud most deeply in- 
terested to know what Mr, Scott had to com- 
municate to them. He at once showed and 
Tead to thom his authorization from the Gov- 
ernment to enquire into their griovance rad 
to assure thom of the continued intention of 
tho Goveroment to protect thomin all their 
rights against any coorcion or impropor inter- 
ference, The effect of this communication 
was to greatly pacify the Indians and propare 
them for the enquiry that was to follow. 

Mr. Soott went carefully about the ‘investi- 

ation, hearing tho aggrieved parties separate- 
ly and not in the presence of each otber, and 
making ful! notes of all that was ssid. Ho 
also had several ‘nterviews with the Director 
Priest Leclerc, who gave full explanations 
upon all matters in question from the Semin- 
ary’s standpoint, In ‘d to the testimony 
it may be said sae thoro was a 
correspondence between the statements offer- 
ed on the part of the Indians, while there was 
considorable difference between the case ax 
mado out by their concurrent testimony and 
as atated by the Director on behalf of the 
Seminary, Upon those poiots Mr. Scott did 
not {eel at liberty to © any faller state- 
ment in advance of his report to the Dopart- 
mont. 

On Sunday a religious service was held, 
which was largoly attended, the congregation 
being fully equal in number to those who 
acoustomed to meet before the departure of 
the families who have removed to the Mue- 
koka reserve, It appears that the party who 
have removed had become alienated to some 
extent from the main body of Protestant In- 
dians who remain by an unfortunate disagree- 
mont, and this acoounte in part for their con- 
sont to removal while the main body still “e- 
cline, and have no disposition to go. On 
Monday future, business was transacted and 
the investigation comploted by hearing furth- 
from tho Indians and the Director, 

Tho recent disturbance took place immedi- 
ately after the depat-ure oj the Indians, 1C4 
in number, who left on Friday for the new 
reserve, Those who went had volunteered a 
year ago to go whenever arrengemonts wero 
completod by tho Government, and have 
since been waiting for the Government to 
offect a settlement with the Seminary of St. 
Nulpice that would be satisfactory to tho In- 
disos. Such arrangement having at length 
been completed, a namber of families of the 
Tudians took their departure as beforo atatod. 
Tao property vacat by them became the 

roperty of the Sominary. Somo womon:be- 
longing to the portion of the community who 
did not intend to go, remained ‘n one of the

Mr. Scott declined to say whother or nt in 
his opinion it was established by ovidence that 
violence or undue force was used in the expul- 
oi0p, reserving #uch expression of opinion for 
‘oport, pow in preparation, snd which will 
robably be presented to the Minister of the 
Interior to-morrow or the day followiog. Ho 
had. however, examined reparstely each of 
the three women who were ejccted, and had 
tull conference with Director Leclerc in regard 
to the matter, the latter giving explanations 
from his standpoint, all of which 
will be duly reported. On Sunday 
distarbance had occurred, an Indian having 
been violently attacked by two French Cana 
dians, This occurrence was als» invostigated 
upon both sides. 
About 400 Protestant Indians still remain 
Oks, They have not yet agreed to go 
‘ay, and ovince no disposition to go, but 
sofficient territo.y has been purchased in Mus- 
koka District for their ocoupation whenever 
may choose to go. Thoy bad some natur- 
joty lost they migbs be forced to dopars 
their wishes, On this point Mr, Soott 
ble to give thom assurance that the 
Government would not permit them to bo 
coorce ! in any way, and that their departure 
to the now reserve should be entirely of thoir 
own free choice, ifat all. Tho Dircotors on 
bebalf of the Sominary likewise state that its 
intention iv not in any way to disturb the 
Indiana or interfere with their choice in tho 
matter, Tho Iodiaus dosire to hoar from thoso 
who have gone, their experionce in thoir 
now homo boforo deciding that thoy will 
follow.

Improvements by Frontage Tax. 
From the St Thomas Zines wo learn 
that a committeo, composed partly of mom- 
bors of the City Council and partly of pri- 
vate residents of that placo, have had for 
somo timo under considoration tho queation 
of having all stroot improvemonte dono 
hereafter by moans of a frontage tax upon, 
tho various stroota on which the work is 
to be executed, ‘ 
Tho Committee, our contomporary states, 
havo conto to tho conclusion that the gen- 
eral Act passod at tho last session of the 
Legislature, under which power is given to 
any muuicipality to adopt tho frontage tax 
ayatom aftor the same has been approved by 
voto of tho ratepayers, is unworkable, and 
havo decided on recommending a special 
Act fer the city, Ono foaturo of the gen- 
oral Act to which objection is taken is that 
which provides that all pormanent improyve- 
ménts shall bo maintained out of the gene- 
ral fund, the desire of the Committee being 
that cach street should not only make but 
maintain its own special improvements, 
such as pavements, sidewalks, and the wa- 
toring, lighting and cleaning of the atreots. 
Drainage and the laying of water-pipes aro 
excepted, for the reason that, as the Times 
states, ‘a small sowor may be sufliciont for 
the requiremonts of one street, but in the 
interesta of another section of tho city, or 
| of the whole city, it may be necessary to 
have the sewer upon such atroot made of 
such a sizo as to render it fit to carry the 
sewerage of such other section or of the 
whole city. These considerations have in- 
duced the committee to recommend the 
sowors being left under the present law, 
while tho laying of watermains must of 
course be regulated, to a groat oxtent, by 
the demand for water forconsumption which 
may exist upon the respective strocts.”” 
‘The question of assessment it is proposed 
to settle by levying the frontage tax equal- 
ly upon each foot of frontage, regardloss of 
improvements, the argument in favor of 
this method being that the improvements 
enhanco tho value of all property— whether 
built upon or not—equally, and be an in- 
ducement to owners of vacant lots to build 
rather than tohold for speculative purposes. 
Such a mode of assossment would at all 
events hayo tho morit of simplicity to ro- 
commend it, and certainly it does not seem 
‘as if it would bo leas satisfactory than that 
which at prosent obtains. P 
Another featuro of the systom, oa pro- 
posed in St. Thomas, is that the improvo- 
ments, their kind and consequently their 
cost, will bo regulated by the property 
owners themselves, a specified number of 
whom, represonting one half in value of 
the property on the street or portion of 
the street (not less than a block) must first 
petition for tho improvement before it can 
bo undertaken. The Council is to have 
power to keop in ordinary repair auch 
streets as fail to petition, charging the coat 
to the street. 
A somewhat similar system isin vogno 
in several cities in tho United States, and 
thoro it is said to have worked satisfactor- 
ily. Tho merits which are claimed for it 
are, asset forth in our St. Thomas con- 
temporary, that each bit of city proporty 
pays for the improvements in front of it, 
and the character of those improvements 
is gonerally regulated by the’ will of the 
property owners on the street to be im- 
proved. The scheme is considered oquit- 
sblo, in that it insures each taxpayor’s ro- 
ceiving an equivalent for the taxes he pays 
and prevents the possibility of his taxes 
being spent in the improvement of other 
moro favored localities. It is calculated 
to atir up local rivalry, as the residents of 
one street will, it is thought, be dosirous 
of emulating the example of other through- 
fares which may have spent money in im- 
provements, resultingin the general im- 
provement of the city. And Instly, it is 
believed it will reduce toa minimum the 
chances for log-rolling and waste, as the 
residents of each street will be stimulated 
to take anactive interest in the works 
which they have petitioned for, and for 
which they will have to pay.

Council by the present Chairman of the 
eS Committes, but no serious attempt 
So) nacigurate ithas been made.

The days draw rapid- 
ly in ; we begin to take tea by candle light; 
we look up our warm clothing ; in the evening 
wo sit besido the fire, and cosily prepare for 
the coming winter. In country places the 
harvoat of the year is almost onded, the fruits 
are nearly all gathored in; the glory of tho 
bright oummor lives only in the rode, and 
browns, and deop purploa ofjtho old woods 
and forests, 

Octobor derive: ity name from the Latin 
Octo, sight, and imbor, ashower. The xzod- 
ical sign of the month ia Scorpio, the Scor 
During the thirty-ono days great and 
somotimes violent changes of weather aio 
observable ; but in most years the tompora- 
turo of October is mild and balmy—a sort cf 
resting time beweon the sammer and winter, 

In the folk lore of Great Britain tho most 
notablo day in October is the last —Hallowe’en, 
the evening before All Sainte’ Day. In rural 
districts, and especially in Scotland, many 
sro its fireside customs and observances, 
Nuts and apples are in groat requisition—so 
much so, that in Northern England Hal- 
lowo’on is known as Nut Orack Night, 
Nuts are not only cracked and eaten, but 
thoy are made the means of prophecy or 
divination by young men and maidene. In 
the well known poems of Robert Burns wo 
loara the burfing of nuts is vorite charm, 
They name the lad and lass to exch particular 
nut as they lay them in the fire, and accord. 
ingly as they burn the course and issuo of the 
courtship will be, In Ireland the young girls 
when they would know if their lovers aro true 
and faithful, put threo nuts by tho bars of the 
fire grate, and as thoy do uo, call the nuts by 
the names of thoir awoothearts, Ifanut cracks 
or jumpy, then tho swain’s love is doubtful; 
if it burns or blazos, then ho has true rogard 
for the maiden, If the nuts burn togother, the 
young men and maidons will bo united in true 
marriage ties. Similar custome obtain in rural 
England. Gay, in his Spell, saya: 

“Two hazel nuta I threw into the flame, 

And to cach nut I gave a sweethoart’s nam e 5 

‘This with the loudest bounce me sore amaz ‘d, 

That in the flame of brightest color blaz’d. 


Axblazed the nut so may ths passion grow , 
Vor ‘twas thy nut that did wo brightly glow.”

Col. Morcor brings the first news of the 
mysterious expedition into the unsurveyod 
country on Spanish Rivor, 

Mstablishing o base line six miles in longth, 
tho purveyors Wooved forward, sonding out 
sido parties, aud in this way covored an area 
of 75 square miler. Thoy foand the pino 
timber of superior quality, exceeding that of 
the Michigan forosts, and in suoh quantities 
as to convince them that thoy Lad discoyerod 
a wource which would furnish building material 
for Canada and the West forthe next hun- 
dred years at least, It was oatimated that 
tho area surveyed by thom would furnish 
¥24,000,000,000 feet of lamber, and they had 
not begun, acoording to the Indian guides, to 
penetrate this immense forest tract. Tho ox- 
plorers aloo encountered small streams con- 
necting with the Spanish River, which, in 
the event of the future tapping of this great
